BUDGET  FOR  1957 

The  1957  budget  as  proposed  and  recommended  by  the  Appro- 
priations Committee  is  hereby  submitted  for  your  approval. 

The  amounts  that  we  have  recommended  have  been  arrived  at 
by  conferences  with  the  various  department  heads  and  many  hours 
of  study  by  the  Appropriations  Committee.  We  would  like  to  point 
out,  as  we  have  done  before,  that  many  requests  are  either  reduced 
in  size  or  eliminated  after  the  facts  are  known  and  everyone  in- 
volved has  had  a  chance  to  study  the  real  need  for  the  appropri- 
ation. We  do  not,  however,  wish  to  do  anything  that  will  reduce 
or  disturb  the  splendid  services  enjoyed  and  expected  by  the 
people  of  Longmeadow. 

Based  on  the  total  operating  budget  and  the  Special  Articles 
that  are  recommended,  the  Longmeadow  Tax  Rate  for  1957  should 
remain  at  $49  per  thousand,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Assess- 
ors, to  whom  is  given  the  authority  to  set  the  tax  rate. 

This  very  fortunate  circumstance  comes  about  because  of  a 
very  large  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  Special  Articles  recom- 
mended, plus  a  larger  amount  for  Estimated  Receipts  and  Trans- 
fers. These  two  factors  in  addition  to  an  increase  in  Valuations 
from  $24  million  to  $26  million,  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the 
operating  budget,  accounts  for  our  ability  to  hold  the  tax  rate  at 
the  $49  figure,  instead  of  a  rise  of  $4  to  $6  as  was  expected. 

The  Town,  in  the  near  future,  will  face  additional  capital  and 
operating  expenses  such  as : 


Operation  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Plant 

Additional  School  Buildings  (See  the  report  of 
the  School  Committee  in  this  book) 

Expansion  of  the  Sewer  System 

Fire  Department 

Police  Department. 
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E5TIMATED  RECEIPTS 


For  this  reason,  the  Appropriations  Committee,  the  Selectmen, 
the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  other  town  officials  all  feel  that  the 
Surplus  Account,  which  as  of  December  31,  1956  amounted  to 
$356,847.00,  should  not  be  used  to  affect  the  tax  rate.  We  are  going 
to  need  a  healthy  surplus  account  in  the  next  few  years  at  the  rate 
the  Town  is  expanding. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  budget,  the  Committee  received  and 
discussed  the  salaries  of  all  Town  employees.  We,  in  conjunction 
with  the  department  heads,  agreed  on  a  cost  of  living  raise  of  $2.00 
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PROPOSED  EXPENDITURES 


per  week,  and  if  warranted,  a  merit  raise  not  to  exceed  an  addi- 
tional $2.00  per  week.  Particular  cases,  where  additional  raises 
were  requested,  were  reviewed  separately.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  : 

In  complying  with  our  duty  as  selectmen  to  report  to  you  this 
year  as  in  past  years  on  those  activities  which  come  under  our  juris- 
diction, it  would  seem  appropriate  at  the  outset  to  state  what  the 
general  nature  of  this  report  must  be  in  these  times.  Unfortunately 
we  can  no  longer  term  those  accomplishments  that  have  been  made 
during  the  year  as  products  of  creative  imagination.  Our  only  hope 
is  that  such  accomplishments  can  at  least  be  looked  upon  as  an  ade- 
quate maintenance  of  the  high  standard  of  public  convenience  and 
necessities  that  has  been  handed  down  to  us  by  our  forebears.  Un- 
fortunately there  is  no  room,  with  budgets  swollen  as  they  are,  to 
go  beyond  a  static  condition  which  only  allows  us  to  give  the  same 
measure  of  service  which  has  been  our  privilege  to  enjoy  in  years 
past. 

This  year  Whitmun  Road  and  Ferncroft  Street  were  accepted 
and  improvements  almost  completed.  A  sidewalk  was  completed  on 
Hazardville  Road  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the  new  Wolf  Swamp 
School.  Unfortunately  more  sidewalk  is  necessary  on  Shaker  Road 
to  adequately  meet  the  safety  requirements  for  approaches  to  this 
school  and  money  will  be  provided  for  this  in  our  budget  for  1957. 

Public  parking  lots  were  completed  on  Longmeadow  Street  to 
serve  St.  Mary 's  Church  as  well  as  St.  Andrew 's. 

After  the  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  an  article  to  reconstruct 
the  pavement  on  Laurel  Street  at  a  cost  of  $24,800.00  it  became 
evident  that  this  project  might  be  acceptable  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  90.  This  would  mean  that  the  cost  of  this  project  to  the 
Town  would  be  $6,200.00  instead  of  24,800.00  as  appropriated.  In 
view  of  this,  your  selectmen  are  proposing  that  this  work  be  held 
over  until  1957.  It  is  also  felt  that,  besides  a  reconstruction,  this 
road  should  be  widened  to  relieve  congestion  created  by  parked 
cars. 

During  the  year  a  ladder  truck  was  purchased  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment. There  has  been  some  misunderstanding  as  to  the  value 
of  this  truck  to  the  Town,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  service  this  truck 
will  prove  its  real  worth. 

A  public  hearing  conducted  in  September  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  indicated  that  final  plans  and  working  draw- 
ings are  now  in  process  toward  the  construction  of  the  long  awaited 
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for  relocation  of  Route  5.  The  necessity  for  more  information  about 
this  is  needed  by  the  Town  in  order  to  proceed  with  its  plans  for 
the  construction  of  our  sewage  disposal  plant,  and  as  such  informa- 
tion comes  to  our  attention  it  will  be  made  public. 

All  departments  under  the  jurisdiction  of  your  selectmen  con- 
tinue to  be  carried  on  under  able  leadership. 

The  Fire  Department  activities  continued  to  be  carried  on 
under  Chief  Breck.  Although  there  were  no  changes  in  this  depart- 
ment during  the  year,  in  anticipation  of  Mr.  Breck 's  full  retirement 
in  1957  money  is  being  requested  for  additional  manpower  to  cover 
the  night  hours  at  the  fire  station. 

A  contract  was  finally  signed  on  July  1st  with  Mr.  Joseph 
Bianchi  for  the  removal  of  rubbish  and  garbage.  This  signing  was 
held  up  for  a  while  to  give  time  for  a  study  of  competitive  prices 
and  contractors.  Thus  far  Mr.  Bianchi  seems  to  offer  the  best  ser- 
vice obtainable. 

The  Police  Department  will  have  need  of  an  additional  patrol- 
man in  1957  and  provision  for  this  is  being  made  in  the  budget. 

The  Law  Department  should  be  singled  out  for  its  services 
during  the  year.  The  increased  burden  here  brought  about  by  such 
things  as  new  schools,  the  sewage  disposal  plant,  and  many  other 
matters  requiring  legal  service  makes  it  apparent  that  additional 
recompense  is  in  order.  The  Selectmen,  therefore,  are  requesting  an 
addition  to  the  Town  Solicitor  and  prosecutor's  salary,  an  amount 
which  still  does  not  fulty  cover  the  quality  of  service  that  we  are  so 
fortunate  in  having. 

A  review  in  general  of  the  1957  Budget  requests  indicates  that 
increases  with  few  exceptions  are  in  the  category  of  salaries  only. 
These  increases  are  necessary  in  order  for  us  to  keep  the  quality  of 
employees  that  we  do  have,  and  we  can  only  hope  that  it  will  be 
sufficient  to  do  just  that. 

In  reviewing  special  articles  of  1957  it  should  be  noted  that 
there  will  be  a  substantial  drop  in  these  expenses  over  1956.  Your 
Selectmen  trust,  however,  that  they  have  not  put  off  expenses  in 
1957  which  will  of  necessity  swell  the  budgets  of  future  years  to 
the  breaking  point. 

A  recent  meeting  of  Town  officials,  presided  over  by  the  School 
Committee,  should  have  particular  note  taken  in  this  report.  The 
main  topic  of  this  meeting  was  the  subject  of  new  schools  needed  in 
the  near  future.  We  trust  that  a  full  report  of  this  need  will  be 
made  in  the  School  Committee  Report.  Also  at  this  meeting,  besides 
the  need  for  schools,  the  matter  of  other  future  capital  expenditures 
was  discussed.  Among  them  the  following  list  of  needs  were  brought 
up. 
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Possible  new  Police  Station 

Possible  new  Fire  Station 

An  East  West  Trunk  Sewer  Line 

These  coupled  with  that  of  schools  will  naturally  constitute 
tremendous  capital  outlays  in  the  near  future.  To  properly  survey 
them  and  plan  for  their  accomplishment  will  require  time  and  care- 
ful thought.  In  view  of  this  fact  it  is  being  asked  that  a  committee 
of  qualified  citizens  be  appointed  to  survey  this  problem  and  recom- 
mend the  suitable  steps  to  resolve  it.  We  trust  that  this  recommen- 
dation will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

It  is  with  a  note  of  sadness  that  we  see,  this  year,  the  retirement 
of  Frank  Smith  as  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes  and  Town 
Clerk.  This  year's  Town  report  is  dedicated  to  Mr.  Smith  who  has 
given  38  years  of  his  life  to  serving  our  community.  He  will  be 
sorely  missed. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  humbly  thank  all  of  those 
town  officials  who  have  helped  us  through  the  year  to  carry  on  our 
duties.

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Treasurer's  Report 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1956 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year 
1956. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Town  had  a  cash  balance  of  $537- 
859.40  and  a  Surplus  Revenue  Account  of  $356,847.12. 

It  was  necessary  to  borrow  $200,000.00  in  Anticipation  of 
Revenue  and  this  money  was  obtained  at  a  discount  of  1.90%,  a 
satisfactory  rate.  It  will  be  necessary  to  borrow  again  during  the 
year  1957. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  June  19,  1956,  the  Town 
voted  to  construct  an  elementary  school  (Blueberry  Hill  Road 
School)  and  finance  by  the  transfer  of  $11,000.00  from  Surplus 
and  a  Bond  Issue  of  $395,000.00.  Later  it  was  found,  after  bids  for 
construction  had  been  received,  that  the  Bond  Issue  could  be  re- 
duced to  $365,000.00.  This  was  done  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  November  27,  1956.  The  bonds  were 
sold  for  100.1499  and  rate  of  interest  was  2.90%. 

The  credit  rating  of  the  Town  is  still  high,  as  the  prevailing 
interest  rate  at  the  time  of  sale  was  3%  or  more. 

At  this  same  Special  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  authorize 
the  issue  of  $600,000.00  of  bonds  and  the  transfer  of  $30,000.00 
from  Surplus  for  sewage  disposal  and  sewage  treatment  plant. 
These  bonds  have  not  yet  been  issued. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  Town  now,  is  $1,937,000.00, 
all  for  schools  and  no  doubt  more  will  be  needed  for  the  same  pur- 
pose in  the  near  future. 

I  regret  to  say  that  this  is  my  last  report  to  the  townspeople, 
as  I  retire  after  the  coming  Town  Election.  I  have  enjoyed  serving 
you  and  the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  me  is  most  gratifying. 

May  I  at  this  time  thank  all  my  associates  for  their  many 
kindnesses  during  the  years  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

Contained  in  the  tabulation  shown  above  are  figures  which 
formed  the  basis  for  computing  the  1956  tax  rate  of  $49.00  per 
thousand  of  valuation.  This  was  an  increase  of  $6.00  in  the  rate 
of  the  previous  year  and  it  might  be  of  interest  at  this  time  to  make 
a  few  comparisons  by  way  of  explanation. 

The  amounts  shown  above  for  1956  represent  an  increase  in 
assessed  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  of  slightly  over 
40%  in  a  period  of  5  years;  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  exactly 
40%  over  the  rate  of  $35.00  prevailing  in  1951  and  even  as  recently 
as  1953;  but  more  important  an  increase  in  the  net  amount  to  be 
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raised  by  taxation  of  70%  in  a  3  year  period  and  98%  over  a  5 
year  period!  Even  though  we  shall  have  an  increase  in  valuation 
this  year  of  better  than  $1,250,000,  something  must  be  done  about 
curtailing  superfluous  and  unnecessary  expenditures  if  our  taxes 
are  to  be  kept  within  reasonable  bounds,  and  this  is  a  matter  that  is 
entirely  up  to  the  voters  of  the  town.  Obviously  if  excessive  appro- 
priations are  asked  for  and  granted  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting, 
the  cost  must  of  necessity  be  reflected  in  the  tax  levy. 

Each  year  the  Assessors  are  required  by  statute  to  grant  cer- 
tain exemptions  to  qualified  persons.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
this  past  year  72  individuals  benefited  thereby,  exemptions  on  this 
account  amounting  to  more  than  $7,000. 

The  Board  considers  it  most  fortunate  to  have  in  the  Assess- 
ors' Office  an  interested  and  competent  staff.  To  the  staff  and  to 
all  Town  departments  with  whom  we  have  contact,  we  extend  our 
gratitude  for  their  continued  interest  and  co-operation.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


During  the  year  of  1956,  the  Planning  Board  held  twenty- 
eight  formal  meetings.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  plans  of 
eight  proposed  sub-division  developments,  with  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred building  lots.  Of  this  number  only  twent}r-eight  could  be 
connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  leaving  seventy-two  lots  to  be  ser- 
viced by  septic  tanks. 

These  figures  and  those  of  the  past  few  years  would  indicate 
that  the  Town  should  very  soon  construct  a  trunk  line  sanitary 
sewer  for  the  easterly  part  of  the  town. 

It  would  seem  advisable  at  this  time  to  acquire  land  for  a  new 
Fire  Station  and  Police  Station  as  facilities  for  both  of  these  de- 
partments are  fast  becoming  inadequate. 

The  Board  in  the  past  year  has  proposed  changes  in  the  zoning 
by-laws  which  were  all  approved  at  the  last  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  everyone  with  whom  we  have  had 
contact  for  their  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

Q.  Driveways  over  land  for  ingress  to  and  egress  from  adjacent 
land  in  a  Business  Zone  owned  by  the  same  person  or  persons;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Petitioned  for  by  Gerd  Schneider  and 
Gertrude  Schneider.) 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as  a 
Town  Way  that  portion  of  the  Town  Way  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the 
Town  of  Springfield,  May  13,  1757  from  Shaker  Road  on  the  west,  east- 
erly and  approximately  parallel  to  the  Connecticut  line  to  land  believed 
to  be  of  James  C.  Brody  and  Helene  M.  Brody  and  known  as  King  Philip 
Park  Tract,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as  a 
Town  Way,  that  portion  of  the  Town  Way  laid  out.  accepted  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Town  of  Springfield  March  31,  1755  which  lies  westerly 
of  the  easterly  line  of  land  now  or  formerly  of  one  Ann  Clark  and  com- 
mences at  the  westerly  end  of  the  discontinuance  voted  by  the  Town  on 
February  23,  1955  under  Article  25  of  the  Town  Warrant  and  from 
thence  westerly  to  Laurel  Street  as  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  Town 
February  21,  1928  so  far  as  the  same  is  outside  of  the  location  of  Will-

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Longmeadow  May  6,  1811,  not  previously  discontinued,  which  is  outside 
of  the  location  of  Williams  Street  by  the  County  Commissioners  of 
Hampden  County  on  September  27,  1933,  or  take  any  other  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as  a 
Town  Way,  that  portion  of  the  Town  Way  accepted  by  the  Town  of 
Springfield  March  31,  1755  commencing  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  dis- 
continuance thereof  by  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  voted  under  Article  25 
of  the  Town  Warrant  on  February  23,  1955  and  approximately  opposite 
Station  66  +  95  and  running  thence  easterly  to  the  East  Longmeadow 
Town  line,  to  the  extent  that  the  same  is  outside  of  the  location  of 
Williams  Street  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  Hampden  County  on 
September  27,  1933,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  from  available  funds  now  in  the  treasury  of  the  Town  to  be 
applied  and  used  for  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year  and  direct 
the  Assessors  to  use  said  sum  in  calculating  the  Tax  Rate,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto.

Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  meet  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  of  Chap- 
ter 90  Highway  Construction  to  install  storm  drainage  on  Will- 
iams Street  from  Station  4400  to  Station  6800,  and  that,  in  addi- 
tion, the  sum  of  $15,000.00  be  transferred  from  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  State's  and  County's 
shares  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  reimbursement  from  the  State 
and  County  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt  to  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Article  13.  Voted:  That  the  Town  acquire  by  gift  for 
the  purpose  of  a  public  playground  and  recreation  center,  land  in 
Longmeadow  bounded  and  descrobed  as  follows: 

Bounded  Southerly  by  Nevins  Avenue  Twenty-Three  and 
81/100  (23.81)  feet; 

Bounded  Easterly  by  other  land  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow, 
One  Hundred  Twenty  (120)  feet; 

Bounded  Northerly  by  other  land  of  the  Town  of  Long- 
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meadow  known  as  Greenwood  Manor  Playground,  Thirty- 
Five  and  66/100  (35.66)  feet; 

Bounded  Westerly  by  Lot  A  as  shown  on  plan  hereinafter 
referred  to,  One  Hundred  Twenty  and  58/100  (120.58) 
feet. 

Being  Lot  B  as  shown  on  1 1  Sub-division  of  Land  Court  Case

Voted :  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $12,000.00  to  construct  a  sanitary  sewer  in  Shaker  Road 
from  Leetewood  Drive  easterly  a  distance  of  approximately  1700 
feet,  and  authorize  the  assessment  of  betterments  therefor.  (The 
motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  17.  Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  Sections  42G, 
42H  and  421  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by 
Chapter  332  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  the  same  being  an  act  to  authorize 
the  levy  of  special  assessments  to  meet  the  cost  of  laying  water 
pipes  in  public  and  private  ways.  (The  motion  was  carried  by 
unanimous  vote.) 

Article  18.  Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  670  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  the  same  being  an  act  relative 
to  increasing  the  amounts  of  pensions,  retirement  allowances  and 
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annuities  payable  to  certain  former  public  employees.  (The  motion 
was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  19.  It  was  moved :  That  the  Town  amend  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Town  by  substituting  for  Section  101  a  new  Section 
to  read  as  follows : 

Section  101.  No  person,  while  standing  or  walking  within 
the  limits  of  a  public  way,  shall  solicit  verbally,  by  sign,  or  by 
signal,  transportation  for  himself  or  for  other  persons  in  any 
motor  vehicle  except  a  motor  vehicle  operated  for  the  carriage  of 
passengers  for  hire. 

This  motion  was  seconded.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  motion  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  SECTION  101.  No 
person,  except  persons  in  the  Armed  Forces  in  uniform,  while 
standing  or  walking  within  the  limits  of  a  public  way,  shall  solicit 
verbally,  by  sign,  or  by  signal,  transportation  for  himself  or  for 
other  persons  in  any  motor  vehicle  except  a  motor  vehicle  operated 
for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire. 

After  discussion,  the  amendment  was  withdrawn.  Upon  being 
put  to  vote  the  original  motion  was  carried  by  a  standing  vote,  706 
in  favor  and  7  opposed. 

The  subject  matter  of  Article  20,  fees  for 
keeping,  storing  and  selling  crude  petroleum  and  its  products  and 
the  storage  of  automobiles  was  tabled  by  unanimous  vote  because 
of  insufficient  information. 

Voted :  That  the  Town  amend  Article  V,  Sec- 
tion 19  (2)  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  by  substituting  therefor  a 
new  Section  19  (2)  to  read  as  follows: 

(2)  A  complete  list  of  the  appointees  for  the  year,  with 
their  salaries  or  compensations,  with  the  salaries  or  compensations 
of  the  school  and  police  departments  given  in  the  aggregate  except 
for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Chief  of  Police,  which 
shall  be  given  specifically.  (Motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

At  this  time  a  statement  was  made  that  the  Planning  Board 
reported  favorably  on  the  proposed  lay  out  of  Whitmun  Road 
prior  to  the  lay  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  February  13, 
1956. 

Article  22.  Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  as  a  public 
way  or  street,  Whitmun  Road  from  Fairway  Drive  southerly  to 
Maple  Road  a  distance  of  approximately  1400  feet  as  laid  out  by 
the  Selectmen  and  establish  the  grade  thereof  in  accordance  with  a 
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plan  dated  January,  1956  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk 
and  raise  and  appropriate  $18,600.00  to  drain,  grade  and  harden 
the  same  and  install  sanitary  sewers  in  a  portion  thereof,  and 
authorize  the  assessment  of  betterments  therefor.  (Motion  was 
carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  23.  Voted :  That  the  Town  authorize  its  Board  of 
Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  to  purchase,  take  by  eminent 
domain  under  Chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  as  amended,  or  otherwise  acquire  an 
easement  Fifty  feet  in  width,  in  Franklin  Terrace  from  Ferncroft 
Street  to  Franklin  Road  a  distance  of  about  465  feet  for  the  con- 
struction, repair,  maintenance  and  use  of  a  sanitary  sewer  and 
storm  drain  in  said  Franklin  Terrace,  a  private  way  as  shown  on 
a  plan  of  Loleta  Park  recorded  in  Hampden  County  Registry  of 
Deeds,  File  303  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1.00  for 
land  damages  or  other  costs  incurred  therefor.  (Motion  was  carried 
by  unanimous  vote.) 

At  this  time  a  statement  was  made  that  the  Planning  Board 
reported  favorably  on  the  proposed  lay  out  of  Ferncroft  Street 
prior  to  the  lay  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  Februarv  13, 
1956. 

Article  24.  Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  as  a  public 
way  or  street  Ferncroft  Street  from  Maple  Road  northerly  a  dis- 
tance of  approximately  630  feet  and  thence  westerly  to  the  west- 
erly property  line,  extended  southerly,  of  Lot  No.  104  as  shown  on 
a  plan  of  lots  recorded  in  the  Hampden  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
in  File  303,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  establish  the  grade 
thereof  in  accordance  with  a  plan  dated  December,  1955  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $12,800.00  to  drain,  grade  and  harden  the  same  and  install  a 
Sanitary  sewer  therein,  and  authorize  the  assessment  of  better- 
ments therefor.  (Motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  25.  Voted:  That  the  Town  construct  a  concrete 
sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of  Hazardville  Road  from  Maple 
Road  to  Shaker  Road  a  distance  of  approximately  2250  feet  and 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  and  authorize  the 
assessment  of  a  reasonable  amount,  not  exceeding  one-half  the  cost 
upon  the  abutting  estates.  (Motion  was  carried  by  unanimous 
vote.) 

Article  26.  Voted:  That  the  Town  construct  a  concrete 
sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Burbank  Road  from  the  southerly 
property  line  of  house  No.  84  to  the  southerly  property  line  of 
house  No.  220,  a  distance  of  approximately  1370  feet,  and  raise 
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and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,800.00  and  authorize  the  assessment 
of  a  reasonable  amount,  not  exceeding  one-half  the  cost,  upon  the 
abutting  estates.  (Motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  27.  Voted :  That  the  Town  reconstruct  the  pave- 
ment of  Laurel  Street  from  Bliss  Road  southerly  to  its  intersec- 
tion with  Shaker  Road  a  distance  of  approximately  3200  feet  and 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $24,800.00  therefor.  (Motion 
was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  28.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
$3,600.00  for  the  purpose  of  hardening  the  surface  for  enlarged 
parking  areas  on  the  easterly  side  of  Longmeadow  Street  adjacent 
to  property  of  the  Town  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Park  De- 
partment and  southerly  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  and  on  the  west- 
erly side  of  Longmeadow  Street  southerly  of  the  intersection  of 
Emerson  Road  and  opposite  Property  of  St.  Mary's  Church. 

Article  29.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  $5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  riprapping  the 
bed  and  sides  of  Mill  Brook,  from  the  southerly  side  of  Mill  Road, 
southerly  to  the  extent  permitted  by  said  appropriation. 

After  discussion,  a  standing  vote  was  called  for  and  the  mo- 
tion was  declared  lost. 

Article  30.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $26,000.00  to  construct  auxiliary  water  mains  in  Bliss 
Road  from  Longmeadow  Street  easterly  to  Burbank  Road  a  dis- 
tance of  approximately  4100  feet.  (Motion  was  carried  by  unani- 
mous vote.) 

Article  31.  Voted :  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Modera- 
tor to  appoint  a  Building  Committee  of  not  more  than  seven  per- 
sons, one  to  be  designated  as  Chairman,  to  prepare  preliminary 
plans  and  make  recommendations  in  connection  with  the  possible 
construction  of  an  Elementary  School  Building  to  be  erected  on 
property  now  owned  by  the  Town  and  located  north  of  Bliss  Road, 
and  make  report  to  the  Town  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  or  at 
any  Special  Meeting  prior  thereto;  and  to  authorize  said  Com- 
mittee to  employ  an  Architect  or  other  consultant  for  such  pur- 
pose, and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  the 
use  of  said  Committee. 

Article  32.  Voted :  That  the  Town  accept  Chapter  512  of 
the  Acts  of  1955  authorizing  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  to  convey 
its  interest  in  a  portion  of  the  land  known  as  Greenwood  Park  in 
exchange  for  certain  other  land.

3)  The  proposed  amendment,  if  accepted,  will  not  provide 
an  immediate  solution  to  the  question  in  point.  Rather, 
it  will  act  to  transmit  the  problem  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals,  a  body  established  under  the  Statute  to  deal 
with  such  questions. 

4)  The  proposed  expansion  of  the  scope  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals  under  the  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Long- 
meadow  appears  to  be  within  the  intent  of  the  Statute  as 
it  directs  the  establishment  of  such  boards  and  defines 
their  scope,  powers,  and  their  restrictions.

GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  directed  to  notify 
and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  COMMUN- 
ITY HOUSE  in  said  Town  on  TUESDAY,  the  NINETEENTH 
day  of  June,  1956  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  if  the  main 
hall  of  the  Community  House  shall  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Moderator,  be  adequate  to  contain  said  Inhabitants  who  shall  meet, 
then  to  meet  also  in  the  hall  in  the  basement  of  said  Community 
House,  at  such  time  and  places  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  follow- 
ing articles,  to  wit : 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the

That  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  aforesaid  appropriation, 
the  sum  of  $11,000.00  to  transferred  from  available  revenue  funds 
held  as  Free  Cash  in  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  and  the  balance 
of  said  appropriation  be  borrowed  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  general 
obligation  serial  bonds  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow,  as  herein- 
after provided;  and 

That  the  Town  Treasurer  to  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen ; 

To  borrow  the  sum  of  $395,000.00  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  in  that  aggregate  principal 
amount  under  the  authority  of  and  in  conformity  with  Chapter" 
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645  of  the  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  by  Chapter  389 
of  the  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1952  and  other  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  and  in  addition  thereto ;  that  the  bonds  of  such  bond  issue 
shall  bear  such  date,  be  payable  at  such  times,  bear  such  rate  of 
interest,  and  be  in  such  form  and  issued  and  sold  in  such  manner 
(except  as  herein  or  by  law  otherwise  provided)  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen ; 
and  that  the  Moderator  to,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  appoint  a 
Building  Committee  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  persons,  one  to 
be  designated  as  Chairman,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  make 
contracts  on  behalf  of  the  Town  for  the  construction,  originally 
equipping  and  furnishing  of  a  new  Elementary  School  to  be  built 
on  the  land  of  the  Town  herein  before  described ;  and  to  have 
charge  and  supervision  of  the  construction  originally  equipping 
and  furnishing  of  said  new  Elementary  School  Building ;  and  that 
any  balance  of  the  sum  made  available  for  the  use  of  the  Elemen- 
tary School  Building  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  31  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1956  shall  be  available  for  the  use  of  said  Com- 
mittee for  the  foregoing  purposes. 

At  this  time,  Bernard  D.  Donavan,  Chairman,  read  the  report 
of  the  Appropriations  Committee,  which  did  not  approve  the  ex- 
penditure necessary  for  this  school  at  this  time  and  recommended 
that  the  matter  be  deferred  for  a  few  years. 

The  report  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  was  placed  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

A  motion  was  then  made  and  seconded  that  the  vote  on  the 
question  be  by  written  ballot. 

Upon  being  put  to  vote,  this  motion  was  declared  lost. 

After  discussion  the  question  was  called  for  and  a  standing 
vote  showed  287  voting  in  favor  and  122  opposed. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried  by  more  than  a  two-third's 

vote. 

Article  4.  Voted :  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,250.00  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  preparation,  certifica- 
tion and  advertising  of  the  School  Bonds,  said  amount  to  be  taken 
from  the  unexpended  balance  of  money  now  in  the  Treasury  ap- 
propriated for  a  similar  purpose  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
June  21,  1955,  voted  under  Article  8  of  said  meeting.  (Motion 
was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  5.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Town  vote 
to  accept  as  a  public  way  or  street  Blueberry  Hill  Road  northerly 
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from  Bliss  Road  a  distance  of  about  1025  feet  as  laid  out  by  the 
Selectmen  and  establish  the  grade  thereof  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  dated  May  31,  1956  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  Eminent  Domain, 
under  Chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  as  amended,  purchase  or  otherwise,  slope  rights  of 
excavation  or  embankment  along  the  easterly  and  westerly  bound- 
ary lines  of  said  way  as  so  laid  out;  to  drain,  grade  and  harden 
said  street ;  to  install  a  sanitary  sewer  in  said  street  and  Bliss  Road 
westerly  about  465  feet  to  the  easterly  end  of  the  present  sanitary 
sewer ;  to  install  a  water  main  in  said  Blueberry  Hill  Road  to  con- 
nect with  the  present  water  main  in  Bliss  Road ;  to  install  a  surface 
water  drain  in  said  Blueberry  Hill  Road  and  running  southerly 
across  Bliss  Road,  thence  easterly  parallel  to  the  southerly  line  of 
Bliss  Road  in  land  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  about  746  feet  to  a 
point ;  thence  southerly  and  southwesterly  across  land  of  the  Town 
of  Longmeadow  to  Williams  Street,  thence  southwesterly  and 
southeasterly  to  a  point  in  Williams  Street  at  about  Station  68 
-j-  20;  to  construct  a  concrete  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Blueberry  Hill  Road  from  Bliss  Road  northerly  about  1025  feet 
and  on  the  northerly  side  of  Bliss  Road  from  said  Blueberry  Hill 
Road  westerly  a  distance  of  about  415  feet ;  and  that  for  the  fore- 
going purposes,  the  sum  of  $88,000.00  be  appropriated;  of  which 
the  sum  of  $1.00  is  for  possible  damages  for  said  taking;  the  sum 
of  $40,000.00  be  transferred  from  Free  Cash  in  the  Surplus  Reve- 
nue Account  and  the  balance,  in  the  sum  of  $48,000.00  be  raised 
by  taxation;  and  authorize  the  assessment  of  betterments  for  the 
betterments  for  the  sanitary  sewer  on  real  estate  abutting  on  Bliss 
Road  which  receives  benefit  therefrom  and  for  the  construction  of 
a  sidewalk  on  Bliss  Road  on  the  abutting  real  estate  on  Bliss  Road 
not  to  exceed  %  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  said  sidewalk. 

Bernard  D.  Donavan,  Chairman  of  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee, read  the  report  of  this  Committee  approving  the  appro- 
priation of  $88,000.00  for  this  work  and  recommending  that 
$40,000.00  be  transferred  from  Free  Cash  in  the  Surplus  Revenue 
Account  and  the  balance,  in  the  sum  of  $48,000.00  be  raised  by 
taxation. 

This  motion  was  carried  by  a  standing  vote  249  voting  in 
favor  and  2  opposed. 

Article  6.  Voted:  That  to  meet  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
cost  hereafter  incurred  of  laying  pipes  in  public  and  private  ways 
for  the  conveyance  or  distribution  of  water  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town,  and  owner  of  land  which  receives  benefit  from  the  laying 
of  water  pipes  in  such  ways  upon  which  his  land  abutts  or  which 
by  more  remote  means  receives  benefit  through  the  supply  of  water 
to  his  land  or  buildings  shall  pay  a  proportionate  part  of  the  cost

not  already  assessed  of  extending  such  water  supplies  to  his  land, 
the  amount  to  be  charged  against  each  parcel  of  land  to  include 
the  cost  of  the  pipes  and  other  material  and  of  the  labor  in  laying 
them  and  other  expenses  incidental  thereto  and  to  be  ascertained, 
assessed  and  certified  by  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  as 
provided  in  Sections  42G  and  421  of  Chapter  40.  (Motion  was 
carried  by  unanimous  vote.) 

It  was  then  voted  to  adjourn  without  day.

GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  directed  to  notify 
and  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  COMMUN- 
ITY HOUSE  in  said  Town  on  TUESDAY,  the  TWENTY-THIRD 
day  of  OCTOBER,  1956  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  if  the 
main  hall  of  the  Community  House  shall  not,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Moderator,  be  adequate  to  contain  said  Inhabitants  who  shall 
meet,  then  to  meet  also  in  the  hall  in  the  basement  of  said  Com- 
munity House,  at  such  time  and  places  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  Articles,  to  wit : 

Article  1.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
Chapter  178  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  entitled  ' 'An  Act  To  Authorize 
The  Town  of  Longmeadow  To  Incur  Indebtedness  For  The  Con- 
structions of  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  And  to  Construct  the 
Same,"  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  2.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro-

other  works  as  may  be  required  for  a  system  or  systems  of  sewer- 
age and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal,  including  a  sewage  treat- 
ment plant,  said  sewage  treatment  plant  to  be  constructed  on  prop- 
erty now  believed  to  be  owned  by  the  Town  on  the  southerly  side 
of  Emerson  Road  and  west  of  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New 
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Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  or  at  some  other  location;  or 
otherwise  providing  for  such  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  treat- 
ment and  disposal;  and  determine  how  any  such  appropriation 
shall  be  raised,  whether  by  borrowing,  by  taxation,  by  transfer 
from  available  revenue  funds  or  otherwise;  and  authorize  the 
Board  of  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners,  acting  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  to  construct  said  system  of  main  drains,  com- 
mon sewers,  subdrains,  connections  and  works  as  may  be  required 
for  a  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment,  and  a  sewage  treat- 
ment plant  at  the  aforesaid  location  on  the  southerly  side  of  Emer- 
son Road,  or  at  some  other  location,  or  otherwise  provide  for  such 
system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal,  all  as  the 
Town  may  determine ;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  receive  a 
final  report  submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  relative  to  amend- 
ments and  additions  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  presented  by  said 
Board  to  the  public  hearing  on  October  16,  1956,  said  amendments 
and  additions  being  those  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  available 
for  public  inspection,  and  act  on  the  same ;  adopt  said  amendments 
and  additions  to  the  Zoning  By-Law,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  recom- 
mended in  said  report,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  amend  the  Build- 
ing Ordinance,  so-called,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  Chapter  9A  to 
read  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  9A 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Section  1.  The  location  of  a  swimming  pool  must  conform 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  amended. 

Section  2.  An  Application  for  a  permit  to  erect  a  swim- 
ming pool  must  be  accompanied  by  a  plot  plan  showing  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Law,  prepared  and  signed 
by  a  licensed  engineer  or  surveyor. 

Section  3.  Such  application  must  also  be  accompanied  by 
a  plan  and  specifications  drawn  and  prepared  by  a  competent  en- 
gineer, showing  all  necessary  details  of  reinforcement  and  con- 
struction. 

Walls  shall  be  not  less  than  12  inches  in  thickness  of  rein- 
forced concrete  of  1  :  2  : 4  mix  and  shall  have  a  strength  of  at 
least  twenty-five  hundred  (2500)  pounds  per  square  inch  at  the; 
age  of  twenty-eight  (28)  days. 

Floors  shall  be  not  less  than  6"  in  thickness  of  concrete  of 
1:2:4  mix  and  shall  rest  on  a  bed  of  gravel  not  less  than  12 
inches  in  thickness. 
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Section  4.  The  swimming  pool  must  be  filled  from  above 
the  top  of  the  pool  with  an  air  space  between  such  top  and  the  fill 
pipe,  and  no  drainage  therefrom  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a  san- 
itary sewer.  The  Plan  accompanying  the  application  must  show 
conformity  with  this  section,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  to 
said  Article  4. 

Article  5.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind 
the  vote  taken  under  Article  15  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held 
on  February  17,  1931,  relative  to  the  reconveyance  by  the  Town  to 
Springmeadow  Realty  Corporation  of  certain  land  in  exchange 
for  certain  other  land,  all  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  said  Article 
and  Vote,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

The  Appropriations  Committee  approves  the  appropriation  of 
$630,000.00  as  proposed  under  Article  2  of  the  Warrant,  for  the 
construction  of  drains,  sewers  and  a  sewage  treatment  plant,  to  be 
acted  upon  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  Tuesday, 
October  23,  1956. 

We  recommend  that  $600,000.00  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  and  $30,000.00  be  transferred  from  Available  Revenue 
Funds.

At  this  time  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  Edwin

After  which  the  question  was  called  for  and  a  standing  vote 
showed  145  voting  in  favor  and  75  opposed. 

The  motion  was  declared  lost  as  it  was  not  carried  by  a  %'s 
majority. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  vote  be  reconsid- 
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ered.  Upon  being  put  to  vote  this  motion  was  lost.  A  standing 
vote  showed  139  voting  in  favor  and  75  opposed.  This  motion  was 
declared  lost,  less  than  % 's  having  voted  in  favor. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  further  action  under 
Article  2  be  deferred  to  Tuesday,  November  20,  1956  at  7:30 
o'clock  P.  M.  at  this  place,  to  which  time  and  place  this  meeting 
will  stand  adjourned  after  action  taken  under  the  remaining 
articles  of  the  Warrant. 

Article  3.  Voted :  That  the  Town  receive  a  final  report 
submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  relative  to  amendments  and 
additions  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  presented  by  said  Board  to  the 
public  hearing  held  October  16,  1956,  said  amendments  and  addi- 
tions being  those  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  available  for  public 
inspection. 

This  report  was  presented  to  the  meeting  by  Mr.  Bassett, 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  and  recommended  the  adoption 
of  the  proposed  amendments  and  changes  to  the  Zoning  By-Law.

ARTICLE  IV.    USE  REGULATIONS 
Section  A.    General  Condition 

Any  building  or  structure,  use  of 
building  or  structure,  or  use  of  land 
not  herein  expressly  permitted  for  the 
zone  in  which  the  building  or  structure 
or  land  is  located  is  hereby  forbidden, 
except  a  building  or  structure,  use  of  a 
building  or  structure,  or  use  of  land 
legally  existing  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  By-Law,  or  any  pertinent 
amendment  thereof,  unless  permission  is 
obtained  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Ap- 
peals as  provided  in  Article  I  of  this 
By-Law. 

Section  B.  Uses  in  Residence  A-l,  A,

In  the  Residence  A-l,  A  and  B  Zones, 
except  as  may  be  hereinafter  otherwise 
provided,  no  building  or  structure  or 
land  shall  be  used,  and  no  building  or 
structure  shall  be  erected  or  altered, 
which  is  intended  or  designed  to  be  used 
for  any  purpose  except  one  or  more  of 
the  following: 

1.  Detached  permanent,  single-family 
dwelling,  together  with  an  integral  or 
attached  garage  capable  of  housing  not 
more  than  three  automobiles,  all  of  which 


shall  be  of  non-commercial,  passenger 
type. 

1.1  In  supplement  to  the  use  of  a 
dwelling  as  residence  for  a  single 
family,  the  following  accessory  uses 
are  permitted : 

1.1a  The  renting  of  bedroom  space 
by  the  week,  or  the  furnishing  of 
table  board  by  the  week,  to  not  more 
than  four  persons  other  than  mem- 
bers of  the  family. 

1.1b  The  use  of  one  or  more  rooms 
as  professional  offices  of  a  physician, 
surgeon,  dentist,  lawyer,  or  ac- 
countant who  is  a  resident  member 
of  the  family. 

1.1c  The  renting  of  parking  space 
in  a  completely  enclosed  garage  to 
the  extent  that  the  same  space  is 
not  required  for  the  storage  in  a 
garage  of  all  automobiles  stored  on 
the  premises. 

l.ld  Accessory  uses  shall  not  in- 
clude the  keeping  upon  the  land  of 
unused  and  unsightly  personal 
property  of  a  character  objectionable 
to  neighbors,  nor  the  storing  of  un- 
registered automobiles. 

l.le  Accessory  uses  shall  not  in- 
clude the  parking,  storing,  or  main- 
taining of  any  type  of  trailer,  except 
within  a  totally  enclosed  garage. 

1.2  Detached  buildings  and  structures, 
as  enumerated  hereunder,  may  be  con- 
structed and  erected  as  accessory  to 
the  dwelling,  provided  that  the  total 
land  area  occupied  by  such  accessory 
buildings  and  structures  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 50%  of  the  gross  land  area  with- 
in the  property  lines  and  to  the  rear  of 
the  secondary  set-back  line  as  denned 
under  Article  VI,  Section  B,  Sub- 
Paragraph  2a. 

1.2a  Private  garage,  of  such  size 
and  construction  as  to  accommodate 
no  more  than  three  automobiles,  all 
of  which  shall  be  of  the  non-com- 
mercial, passenger  type.  A  detached 
garage  shall  be  permitted  in  lieu  of, 
but  not  in  supplement  to,  any  ex- 
isting like  facility. 

1.2b  Garden  tcol  house,  summer 
house,  or  children's  playhouse. 

1.2c  Bicycle  shed. 

1.2d  An  animal  shelter,  designed 
for  and  used  by  not  more  than  two 
domestic  pets  of  the  resident  family. 

1.2e  Pool,  intended  and  used  for 
the  raising  of  aquatic  plant  life  and 
fish,  or  for  wading ;  whose  major 
dimensions  shall  not  exceed  18  inches 
in  depth,  19  feet  horizontally  in  any 
direction,  and  50  square  feet  of 
surface  area. 

1.2f  Pool,  intended  and  used  for 
bathing,  swimming,  and  diving ; 
whose  normal  water  surface  area 
shall  not  exceed  15%  of  the  net  land 
area  to  the  rear  of  the  secondary 
set-back  line  not  occupied  by  other 
accessory  structures,  or  the  ap- 
plicable limiting  figure  tabulated  be- 
low, whichever  is  the  lesser. 

In  the  Residence  A-l  Zone, 

1200  square  feet. 

In  the  Residence  A  Zone, 

1000  square  feet. 

In  the  Residence  B  Zone, 

600  square  feet. 
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Such  a  pool,  or  the  general  area 
within  which  it  is  constructed,  must 
be  surrounded  by  a  fence  or  other 
barrier  at  least  4  feet  in  height  and 
capable  of  being  secured  against  un- 
authorized entry.  A  bath  house  and 
enclosure  for  mechanical  equipment 
incidental  to  the  operation  of  the 
pool  are  permissible  accessory 
structures. 

1.2g  Sign,  showing  name  and  street 
number  only,  which  may  be  affixed 
to  the  dwelling  or  attached  to  a 
suitable  support.  In  the  case  of  a 
physician,  surgeon,  dentist,  lawyer, 
or  accountant,  such  sign  may  show, 
in  addition  to  the  name  and  street 
number,  the  class  of  profession.  Such 
sign  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot 
in  area,  or  two  feet  in  linear  di- 
mension. Temporary  signs  relating 
to  proposed  sale  or  rental  of  real 
property  may  be  displayed,  but  may 
not  exceed  four  square  feet  in  area. 

1.2h  Fence,  no  portion  of  which 
shall  extend  nearer  to  an  adjacent 
street  or  way  than  the  primary  set- 
back dimension  specified  under  Ar- 
ticle VI  following,  and  which  shall 
be  of  a  height  no  greater  than  three 
feet  if  constructed  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  more  than  twenty  percent 
(20%)  of  the  total  area  of  such 
fence,  that  is,  length  times  height, 
is  closed. 

1.2i  Outdoor  fireplace,  or  barbecue; 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

2.  Any  church  or  other  religious  pur- 
pose or  for  any  religious,  sectarian  or 
denominational  educational  purpose.  A 
church  may  erect  and  display  a  custom- 
ary bulletin  board. 

3.  Public  school,  library,  museum, 
park,  playground,  or  recreational  build- 
ing. 

4.  Municipal  buildings  and  facilities ; 
together  with  the  garaging  of  automotive 
equipment. 

5.  Off-the-street  parking  area  inci- 
dental to  any  of  the  installations  under 
2,  3,  and  4,  above. 

6.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  may, 
in  its  discretion,  in  appropriate  cases, 
and  subject  to  appropriate  conditions 
and  safeguards,  grant  special  permits  for 
any  of  the  following: 

6.1  Driveways  over  land  for  ingress 
to  and  egress  from  adjacent  land  in  a 
Business  Zone  owned  by  the  same  per- 
son or  persons. 

6.2  Private  school,  hospital,  sani- 
tarium, convalescent  home,  rest  home, 
club  not  conducted  for  profit,  or  guest 
house  together  with  serving  of  meals. 

6.3  Cemetery,  together  with  chapel, 
and  crematory  whose  use  shall  be  re- 
stricted to  the  cemetery  within  which 
it  is  located. 

6.4  Private  stable  not  conducted  for 
profit  farm,  truck  garden,  nursery,  or 
greenhouse. 

6.5  The  keeping  of  domestic  fowl,  or 
the  keeping  of  domestic  animals  outside 
of  the  quantity  restrictions  of  sub- 
paragraph 1.2d  preceding. 

6.6  Any  public  utility  service  build- 
ing or  installation,  not  to  include  the 
garaging  of  trucks  or  the  outside 
storage  of  materials  and  supplies ;  or 
any  building  for  the  exclusive  use  of 


the  United  States  Government  or  any 
agency  thereof. 

6.7  Garaging  and  maintaining  of 
more  than  three  automobiles  under 
paragraphs  1,  2,  and  3,  and  sub-para- 
graph 1.2a  of  this  Section;  or  any 
automotive  equipment  under  sub-para- 
graphs 6.2,  6.3,  6.4,  6.6,  and  6.10  of 
this  Section. 

6.8  Fence,  no  portion  of  which  shall 
extend  nearer  to  an  adjacent  street  or 
way  than  the  primary  set-back  di- 
mension specified  under  Article  VI  fol- 
lowing, and  which  shall  be  of  a  height 
no  greater  than  six  feet  if  con- 
structed in  such  a  manner  that  more 
than  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  total 
area  of  such  fence,  that  is,  length 
times  height,  is  closed. 

6.9  Pool,  of  the  class  set  forth  under 
sub-paragraph  1.2f  hereof,  whose 
normal  water  surface  area  exceeds  the 
area  limitation  previously  imposed,  but 
in  no  case  violates  any  other  restric- 
tion placed  thereon. 

6.10  Occupations  carried  on  for  gain 
by  a  resident  occupant  in  any  Residence 
Zone,  not  previously  specifically  per- 
mitted, and  subject  to  the  following 
conditions  and  restrictions: 

6.10a  Assistance  may  be  employed 
to  the  extent  allowed  by  the  Board. 

6.10b  No  outside  display  or  ad- 
vertising shall  be  permitted. 

6.10c  The  total  area  which  may  be 
devoted  to  such  occupation  shall  be 
limited  to  50%  of  the  area  of  the 
basement  in  the  basement,  plus  a 
total  area  on  all  upper  floors  which 
shall  not  exceed  25%  of  the  area 
of  the  first  floor. 

6.1  Od  Power  equipment,  if  used, 
shall  not  be  of  such  size  as  to  re- 
quire a  special  public  utility  service 
and  shall  be  of  such  character  as  to 
produce  no  persistent  sound  audible 
beyond  -he  Lmits  of  the  property. 

6.10e  The  storage  of  supplier,,  tools 
and  equipment,  other  than  those 
necessary  to  the  conduct  of  the  en- 
terprise upon  the  premises  is  pro- 
hibited. 

6.10f  The  petitioner  shall  obtain 
and  submit  with  his  appeal  to  the 
Board  for  a  permit,  the  written  con- 
sent and  approval  of  at  least  three 
of  the  following  property  owners: 

The  owner  of  the  lot  on  either  side  of 
the  petitioner's  property;  the  owner  of 
the  lot  adjacent  in  the  rear  of  the  pe- 
titioner's property  ;  and  the  owner  of  the 
lot  directly  across  the  .street  or  way 
therefrom. 

In  the  event  that  the  petitioner  is  the 
owner  of  any  of  said  lots,  sucn  lot  shall 
be  omitted,  and  the  lot  next  lemoved 
shall  be  substituted  therefor  under  the 
foregoing  requirements. 

In  the  event  that  more  than  une  lot 
marks  any  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
petitioner's  property,  or  is  directly  across 
the  street  or  way  therefrom,  the  lot  hav- 
ing the  greater  length  abutting  or  di- 
rectly across  from  the  petitioner's  prop- 
erty shall  be  the  one  designated  by  the 
foregoing  requirement. 

In  the  case  of  a  corner  lot  or  a  lot  of 
other  peculiar  situation  where  the  ob- 
taining of  the  stipulated  number  of  as- 
sents is  unreasonable  or  impossible,  the 
Board  may  grant  a  permit  in  the  presence 
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of  a  lesser  number  of  assents  provided 
that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the 
assents  submitted  substantially  satisfy 
the  requirements  set  forth  herein. 

The  written  consent  and  approval  re- 
quired hereunder  may  be  given  for  any 
land  owned  by  the  Town  by  the  Board 
having  charge  of  the  land  affected. 
Section  D.  Uses  in  Business  Zones. 
Paragraph  4 

Sub-paragraph  b  (Substitute  for  present 
b  and  c) 

Owner  or  lessee  may  display  a  single 
sign  whose  length  shall  not  exceed  two 
feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  structure, 
or  that  portion  of  the  structure  devoted 
to  the  enterprise  in  point,  and  whose 
height  shall  not  exceed  three  feet ; 
mounted  at  a  height  determined  by  the 
Building  Commissioner.  Said  si;in  may 
carry  the  official  name  of  the  enterprise 
in  point,  together  with  a  designation  of 
the  type  or  class  of  such  enterprise,  but 
shall  not  make  reference  to  a  specific 
item. 

Signs  relating  to  a  specific  item  or 
items  for  sale  within  the  establishment 
may  be  displayed  in  windows,  or  at  any 
point  within  the  area  normally  devoted 
to  the  service  of  customers,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  a  sign,  or  any  item,  be 
displayed  or  stored  outside  of  the  build- 
ing, except  in  the  case  of  an  enterprise 
devoted  to  the  service  of  motor  vehicles, 
and  then  only  in  the  manner  and  to  the 
extent  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals. 

ARTICLE  VI.    AREA  REGULATIONS 
Section  B.    Front  Yards  and  Structure 
Set-Backs 

Front  Yard  and  Structure  set-back  re- 
quirements for  the  various  zones  shall 
be  as  set  forth  in  this  section.  In  the 
case  of  a  corner  lot,  these  requirements 
shall  apply  from  both  streets  or  ways. 

1.  Primary  Set-Back 

la.  In  the  residence  A-l  and  A 
Zones,  no  structure,  and  no  addition 
thereto,  extension  or  part  thereof,  ex- 
cept the  minimum  number  of  steps 
required  for  entrance  into  the  main 
dwelling,  together  with  cover  and  en- 
closure therefor,  shall  be  erected,  con- 
structed, or  placed  nearer  than  40 
feet  from  the  line  of  the  street  or  way 
upon  which  the  lot  fronts. 

lb.  In  the  Residence  B  and  Agri- 
cultural Zones,  the  Primary  Set-Back 
dimension  as  defined  in  sub-paragraph 
la  hereof  shall  be  30  feet. 

lc.  In  the  Business  Zone,  the 
Primary  Set-Back  dimension  as  defined 
in  sub-paragraph  la  hereof  shall  be 
that  of  the  most  restrictive  abutting 
zone. 

2.  Secondary  Set-Back 

2a.  In  the  Residence  A-l,  A,  and  B 
Zones,  no  structure,  and  no  addition 
thereto,  extension  or  part  thereof  ex- 
cept the  main  dwelling,  together  with 
any  additions  thereto,  extensions  or 
parts  thereof,  and  a  garage,  and  a 
fence  as  set  forth  under  Article  IV, 
Section  B,  sub-paragraph  lh,  may  be 
constructed,  erected,  or  placed  nearer 
to  the  line  of  the  street  or  way  upon 
which  the  lot  fronts  than  a  line  con- 
structed parallel  or  concentric  with 
the  aforesaid  street  line  and  through 
the  rearmost  extremity  of  the  main 
residence,  or  any  addition  thereto,  or 
extension  or  part  thereof. 


2b.  In    the    Business    and  Agricul- 
tural Zones,  no  secondary  set-back  is 
specified. 
Section  C.  Side  Yards 

Side  Yard  requirements  for  the  various 
zones  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  this  sec- 
tion. In  the  case  of  a  corner  lot,  the 
side  lot  lines  shall  be  the  abutting  prop- 
erty lines  on  each  of  the  two  intersect- 
ing streets  or  ways. 

1.  Residence  A-l  and  A  Zones 

la.  Within  the  area  between  the 
primary  and  secondary  set-back  lines 
as  defined  under  Article  VI,  Section 
B.  no  structure,  and  no  addition  there- 
to, or  extension  of  part  thereof,  ex- 
cept a  fence  as  permitted  under 
Article  IV,  Section  B,  sub-paragraph 
1.2h,  shall  be  constructed,  erected,  or 
placed  nearer  than  15  feet  to  a  side 
lot  line. 

lb.  Within  the  area  between  the  sec- 
ondary set-back  line  and  the  rear  lot 
line,  no  pool,  as  set  forth  under  Ar- 
ticle IV,  Section  B,  sub-paragraph  1.2f, 
shall  be  constructed  or  placed  nearer 
than  30  feet  to  a  side  lot  line,  and  no 
other  accessory  structure,  except  a 
fence  as  aforesaid,  and  no  addition 
thereto,  or  extension  or  part  thereof 
shall  be  constructed,  erected,  or  placed 
nearer  than  5  feet  to  a  side  lot  line. 

2.  Residence  B  Zone 

2a.  Within  the  area  between  the 
primary  and  secondary  set-back  lines 
the  requirement  for  side  clearance  shall 
be  as  set  forth  under  the  Residence  A-l 
and  A  Zones,  except  that  the  distance 
shall  be  7%  feet  in  place  of  15  feet  as 
set  forth  above. 

2b  Within  the  area  between  the  sec- 
ondary set-back  line  and  the  rear  lot 
line  the  requirements  for  side  clear- 
ance shall  be  as  set  forth  under  the 
Residence  A-l  and  A  Zones,  except 
that  the  distances  shall  be  20  feet  and 
3  feet,  respectively,  in  place  of  30  feet 
and  5  feet,  respectively,  as  set  forth 
above. 

3.  Business  and  Agricultural  Zones 

3a.  Within  the  Business  and  Agri- 
cultural Zones,  no  structure,  except  a 
fence,  and  no  addition  thereto,  or  ex- 
tension or  part  thereof  may  be  con- 
structed, erected  or  placed  nearer  to 
a  side  lot  line  than  the  dimension 
specified  for  the  abutting  zone  within 
the  area  between  the  primary  and  sec- 
ondary set-back  lines. 
Section  D.  Rear  Yards 

Rear  Yard  requirements  for  the  various 
zones  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  this  sec- 
tion. In  the  case  of  a  corner  lot,  there 
may  be  no  rear  lot  line,  unless  the  side 
lot  lines  are  curved  or  angled  or  joined 
by  a  tertiary  line  or  curve,  in  which 
case  the  portion  of  line  to  be  so 
designated  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Building  Commissioner. 

1.  In  the  Residence  A-l  and  A  Zones, 
no  pool  as  set  forth  under  Article  IV, 
Section  B  Sub-paragraph  If,  shall  be 
constructed  or  placed  nearer  than  15  feet 
to  a  rear  lot  line,  and  no  other  acces- 
sory structure,  except  a  fence  as  per 
Section  C,  Sub-paragraph  la,  or  addi- 
tion thereto,  or  extension  or  part  there- 
of, shall  be  constructed,  erected,  or 
placed  nearer  than  5  feet  to  a  rear  lot 
line. 

2.  In  the  Residence  B  Zone,  the  re- 
quirements  for   rear   lot   line  clearance

shall  be  as  set  forth  under  the  Residence 
A-l  and  A  Zones,  except  that  the  dis- 
tances shall  be  10  feet  and  3  feet,  re- 
spectively in  place  of  15  feet  and  5  feet, 
respectively,  as  set  forth  above. 

3.  In  the  Business  and  Agricultural 
Zones,  no  structure,  except  a  fence,  or 
addition  thereto,  or  extension  or  part 
thereof  shall  be  constructed,  erected  or 
placed  nearer  than  5  feet  to  a  rear  lot 
line. 

4.  In  the  Residence  Zones,  the  sec- 
ondary set-back  line  must  be  at  least  30 
feet  removed  from  the  rear  lot  line. 

Add  a  Section  "J"  as  follows : 
Section  J :  Submission  of  Plans 

Definitive  plans  for  all  structures,  and 
for  all  additions  thereto,  and  extensions 
and  parts  thereof,  together  with  a  plot 


plan  showing  the  new  building  or 
structure  in  its  relation  to  the  lot  lines 
and  to  all  prior  existing  buildings  and 
structures,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Building  Commissioner  for  investigation 
as  to  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  By-Law  and  other  pertinent  By- 
Laws,  Ordinances,  and  Regulations,  and 
shall  bear  his  endorsement  of  approval 
prior  to  construction,  erection,  placement, 
addition  to,  or  extension  of  such  struc- 
ture. 

Ordered  under  Section  6.  Chapter  40-A, 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  by  the  Town  of  Long- 
meadow  Planning  Board,  E.  D.  Bassett, 
Chairman,  September  24,  1956.

New  items  3,  6,  and  7,  as  set  forth 
in  said  notice,  be  substituted  for  the  present  items  3,  6,  and  7 ;  a 
new  item  28,  as  set  forth  in  said  notice,  be  inserted ;  and  the  present 
items  28,  29,  30,  and  31  be  retained  and  numbered  29,  30,  31,  and 
32,  respectively. 

In  Article  IV,  Use  Regulations.  New  Sections  A  and  B,  as  set 
forth  in  said  notice,  to  be  substituted  for  the  present  Sections  A 
and  B,  except  that  Item  7  of  the  old  Section  B  be  retained  as  item, 
1  of  the  new  Section  B. 

In  said  Article  IV,  Section  D.  Paragraph  4,  a  new  sub-para- 
graph b,  as  set  forth  in  said  notice,  be  substituted  for  the  present 
sub-paragraphs  b  and  c. 

In  Article  VI,  Area  Regulations.  New  Sections  B,  C,  and  D, 
as  set  forth  in  said  notice,  be  substituted  for  the  present  Sections 
B,  C,  and  D,  except  that  in  the  substituted  Section  B,  Paragraph  1, 
Sub-Paragraph  1  c,  immediately  following  the  word  " Business" 
there  shall  be  inserted  the  words  ' '  and  Agricultural ' '  and  the  word 
"Zone"  next  following,  shall  read  "Zones". 

And 

In  said  Article  VI  there  shall  be  added  after  Section  1,  a  new 
Section  J,  as  set  forth  in  said  notice. 

Some  discussion  followed  and  the  question  was  then  called  for 
and  upon  being  put  to  vote,  a  standing  vote  showed  109  voting  in 
favor  and  none  opposed. 
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Article  4.  Voted:  That  the  Building  Ordinance  of  the 
Town  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  Chapter  9A  to  read  as 
follows : 

"  CHAPTER  9 A 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Section  1.  The  location  of  a  swimming  pool  must  conform 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  as  amended. 

Section  2.  An  application  for  a  permit  to  erect  a  swim- 
ming pool  must  be  accompanied  by  a  plot  plan  showing  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Law,  prepared  and  signed 
by  a  licensed  engineer  of  surveyor. 

Section  3.  Such  application  must  also  be  accompanied  by 
a  plan  and  specifications  drawn  and  prepared  by  a  competent  en- 
gineer, showing  all  necessary  details  of  reinforcement  and  con- 
struction. All  reinforcement  and  construction  must  be  of  sufficient 
strength  and  materials  to  withstand  the  lateral  pressure  of  the  ad- 
joining ground  when  the  swimming  pool  is  empty. 

Section  4.  The  swimming  pool  must  be  filled  from  above 
the  top  of  the  pool  with  an  air  space  between  such  top  and  the  fill 
pipe,  and  no  drainage  therefrom  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a  sani- 
tary sewer.  The  plan  accompanying  the  application  must  show  con- 
formity with  this  section."  (This  motion  carried  by  unanimous 
vote  88  voting  in  favor  and  none  opposed.) 

Article  5.  Voted:  That  the  Town  rescind  the  vote  taken 
under  Article  15  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  February 
17,  1931  relative  to  the  reconveyance  by  the  Town  of  Spring- 
meadow  Realty  Corporation  of  certain  land  in  exchange  for  certain 
other  land,  all  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  said  Article  and  Vote, 
there  having  been  no  action  taken  thereunder. 

Voted :  That  this  meeting  stand  adjourned  to  Tuesday,  No- 
vember 20,  1956  at  7:30  o'clock  P.  M.  at  this  place  for  further 
action  under  Article  2  in  accordance  with  the  vote  previously 
adopted.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  : 

There  are  many  intangible  factors  that  must  be  considered  in 
any  reckoning  of  a  library's  influence  in  its  community. 

An  examination  of  the  library's  activity  over  the  past  year 
demonstrates  the  fact  that  figures  and  statistics  are  only  a  small 
part  of  the  story.  However,  they  do  help  to  make  clear  what  goes 
on  behind  the  scenes. 

No  one  can  measure  the  influence  that  good  reading  has  had, 
or  is  having,  on  our  children  particularly.  We  have  endeavored  to 
have  carefully  selected  books  for  their  use  both  for  recreational 
reading  and  relation  to  their  school  needs.  Adult  books  are  also 
purchased  with  the  idea  of  satisfying  the  greatest  number  of 
tastes,  both  cultural  and  ephemeral.  The  perennial  problem  of  all 
libraries  everywhere  is  to  supply  the  necessary  book  at  the  time  it 
is  needed.  We  are  at  all  times  glad  to  receive  requests  for  books 
which  we  do  not  have  and  to  secure  them  if  it  is  possible.  However, 
no  town  library  can  be  expected  to  possess  the  facilities  of  a  large 
library  such  as  Springfield. 

The  library  has  been  remembered  by  many  people  during  the 
year,  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  have  been  presented,  and  some 
have  been  added  to  "The  Memory  Shelf",  in  lieu  of  sending  flow- 
ers to  deceased  friends.  The  library  also  received  a  bequest  from 
Mrs.  Mabel  Buxton,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  to  purchase 
books  in  memory  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Everett  Allen.  Many  people 
still  in  town  remember  her  with  great  respect  and  admiration. 

In  September,  Robert  S.  Kneeland  having  been  elected  to  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Frank  S.  Hatch,  turned  over  his 
office  to  the  present  incumbent,  Alan  S.  Lincoln,  who  assumed  the 
presidency  of  the  library  association  at  that  time. 

Now,  to  report  on  the  fiscal  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1956. 

We  have  accessioned  1662  new  books;  610  fiction,  451  non- 
fiction  and  601  juvenile. 

We  have  withdrawn  2146  books.  Some  of  these,  duplicate 
copies  etc.,  and  a  set  of  encyclopedias  were  given  to  the  Wolf 
Swamp  School  for  use  in  their  library. 

Converse  Street  School  has  on  loan  approximately  500  books, 
with  a  few  also  in  Norway  Street  School. 

We  have  mended  866  books  and  rebound  29.  More  careful 
handling  would  eliminate  a  great  deal  of  this  work. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  overdue  notices  were 
sent  out  and  201  for  reserved  books. 
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We  subscribe  to  76  magazines,  7  juvenile  and  69  adult,  and 
the  periodical  circulation  figures  attest  to  their  popularity. 

We  have  had  ten  exhibitions  this  year,  including  the  Long- 
meadow  Gardeners  annual  flower  show  which  is  always  well  at- 
tended. They  have  also  presented  us  with  a  splendidly  illustrated 
garden  book,  their  first  towards  a  garden  corner  such  as  the 
Springfield  Garden  Club  has  provided  for  the  City  Library.

The  total  for  the  year  58,356  books  circulated. 

The  high  school  now  being  in  Longmeadow  has  brought  us  an 
increased  amount  of  activity,  and  the  library  has  become  a  meeting 
place  of  high  school  students,  not  always  bent  on  research  material. 
We  hope  to  work  out  a  program  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  all 
concerned. 

We  have  been  working  for  many  months  in  preparation  for 
the  installation  of  a  charging  machine  which  will  be  in  use  shortly. 
The  entire  school  population  has  been  re-registered  and  new  cards 
are  ready  to  be  issued,  1568  in  the  elementary  and  Junior  high 
and  342  in  the  high  school.  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Herrschaft, 
the  various  principals  and  the  teachers  who  were  all  so  co-operative 
in  helping  this  endeavor.  In  fact,  the  friendly  co-operation  of  the 
school  department  and  the  library  has  always  been  gratifying. 

This  new  method  of  book  charging  is  being  widely  adopted 
and  we  hope  will  be  an  asset  to  our  system.  Until  the  old  and  new 
system  is  integrated,  the  process  is  slowed,  but  please  bear  with  us 
until  you  and  we  become  familiar  with  it. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  3550  active  borrowers  and  we 
urge  each  of  you  who  have  not  reregistered  to  do  so  soon. 

In  "Book  Week"  we  were  visited  by  classes  from  all  the  ele- 
mentary and  junior  high  schools,  a  total  of  966  visited  us  during 
that  period.  Book  Week  affords  the  teacher,  the  parent,  and  the 
child  an  opportunity  to  see  what  the  library  owns  in  the  recently 
published  children's  books. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  library  directors,  the  town  office  personnel,  the  police  and 
school  department  and  to  the  Springfield  newspapers  for  their 
kind  co-operation.

Your  Police  Department  has  successfully  completed  another 
year  of  ever  expanding  operation.  The  activities  recorded  within 
this  annual  report  are  a  reflection  of  the  increased  tempo  of  pro- 
tective service  provided  to  the  residents  of  our  community. 

During  the  year  the  Town  was  honored  by  receiving  three 
traffic  safety  awards.  It  received  Honorable  Mention  in  the  Na- 
tional Pedestrian  Protection  Contest,  National  Safety  Council 
Honor  Roll  Award  for  completing  the  year  1955  without  a  traffic 
fatality  and  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Safety  Committee  award 
in  recognition  of  exemplary  co-operation  and  support.  I  am  indeed 
proud  to  report  that  Longmeadow  has  just  completed  the  year  of 
1956  without  a  fatal  motor  vehicle  accident. 

Accident  statistics  within  this  report  record  an  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  accidents  in  1956.  The  number  of  personal  injury 
accidents,  however,  reflects  the  lowest  total  in  the  past  three  years. 
These  facts  also  reflect  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  accidents 
in  the  winter  months.  We  earnestly  solicit  the  co-operation  of  the 
local  citizenry  in  slowing  down  when  the  streets  are  slippery. 
Obedience  to  this  basic  traffic  safety  rule  will  be  most  helpful  in 
keeping  our  traffic  safety  record  at  a  minimum. 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  dangerous  situation  that 
exists  at  the  East  Side  of  the  Green  in  front  of  the  Longmeadow 
Junior  High  and  Center  Schools.  It  is  recommended  that  Long- 
meadow Street  (East  Side  of  Green)  from  Williams  Street  to 
Longfellow  Drive  be  widened.   This  would  allow  one  additional 
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traffic  lane  to  flow  and  relieve  the  congestion  which  is  particularly 
prevalent  at  school  opening-  and  dismissal  periods. 

The  department  is  handling  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  in- 
vestigations, traffic  violations,  vacant  home  services  and  preventive 
procedures.  The  high  efficiency  of  the  department  cannot  be  main- 
tained without  additional  personnel.  I  am,  therefore,  asking  that 
one  additional  regular  officer  be  appointed  in  1957. 

The  two  room  quarters  which  the  Police  Department  has  oc- 
cupied in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall  since  1932  are  wholly 
outmoded.  We  find  it  practically  impossible  to  properly  carry  on 
our  activities  because  of  lack  of  facilities.  I  am  recommending  that 
serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  building  of  a  new  police  sta- 
tion within  the  next  year. 

I  express  my  gratitude  for  the  faithful  and  constant  assistance 
exerted  by  the  members  of  the  Department.  The  co-operation  of 
all  other  departments  in  the  Town  Government  is  another  valuable 
asset  to  us. 

Again  I  express  my  sincerest  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  their  continued  friendly  co-operation.

Expenditures  from  this  appropriation  cover  the  cost  of  repair 
of  earth  and  gravel  roads,  repair  of  fences,  bridges  and  culverts, 
street  cleaning,  mowing  brush  on  outlying  roads  and  removal  of 
leaves  in  the  fall. 


SNOW  AND  ICE  REMOVAL

The  unusual  storms  of  March  and  April  were  responsible  for 
the  added  expenditures  for  snow  and  ice  removal.

There  is  now  a  continuous 
walk  on  the  west  side  from  Converse  Street  to  Bliss  Road. 

LAUREL  STREET  RE PAVING

Because  of  the  increased  traffic  on  Laurel  Street,  partly 
caused  by  through  traffic  from  Converse  Street  to  Shaker  Road, 
we  were  able  to  induce  the  State  and  County  officials  to  consider 
Laurel  Street  for  Chapter  90  Improvement.  The  State  has  allowed 
us  $28,000.00  worth  of  work  for  1957.  We  will  request  the  Town  to 
transfer  $7,000.00  from  this  account  to  be  used  with  $7,000.00  from 
the  County  and  $14,000.00  from  the  State  to  do  $28,000.00  worth 
of  work  in  1957.  It  is  our  intention  to  widen  Laurel  Street  paving 
five  feet  on  each  side  and  resurface  the  paving  with  Type  1. 
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HAZARD VILLE  ROAD  SIDEWALK

These  funds  were  for  sidewalk  construction  from  Maple  Road 
to  Shaker  Road  on  the  east  side  of  Hazardville  Road.  All  sidewalk 
construction  is  complete  and  betterments  have  been  assessed  for 
one-half  the  cost.  These  funds  are  being  held  over  for  further  seed- 
ing of  the  tree  belts  and  curbing  the  intersection  of  Hazardville 
Road  with  Shaker  Road.  All  work  was  done  by  Kibbe  and  Condon 
Company,  Inc.,  low  bidders. 

FERNCROFT  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

Appropriated    $12,800.00    Expended  $8,858.15  Balance  $3,941.85 

This  appropriation  was  for  draining,  grading  and  paving 
Ferncroft  Street  and  for  installing  sanitary  sewers.  All  work  has 
been  completed  except  fine  grading  and  seeding  the  tree-belts.  The 
sanitary  sewers  and  storm-drains  were  installed  by  Collina  Broth- 
ers, contractors.  The  grading  and  paving  were  done  with  Town 
forces.  Work  will  be  finished  in  the  Spring  of  1957  and  better- 
ments assessed. 

WHITMUN  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT 

Appropriated    $18,600.00   Expended  $14,160.76  Balance  $4,439.24 

These  funds  were  for  installing  storm  drainage,  extending  the 
sanitary  sewer  and  grading  and  paving  Whitmun  Road  from  Maple 
Road  to  Fairway  Drive.  All  work  was  completed  with  Town  forces 
and  betterments  have  been  assessed  against  abutting  owners  for 
their  share  of  the  cost. 

BLUEBERRY  HILL  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT 
(Elementary  School  Site) 

Appropriated  $88,000.00  Expended  $22,948.26  Balance  $65,051.74 

This  appropriation  was  for  installing  proper  storm  drainage, 
sanitary  sewers,  water  mains,  sidewalks  and  grading  and  paving 
Blueberry  Hill  Road.  The  water  mains  have  been  installed  and 
Town  forces  are  now  installing  sanitary  sewers.  Materials  for  the 
storm  drainage  have  been  delivered  and  all  work  should  be  finished 
in  time  for  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1957. 

PARKING  LOTS,  LONGMEADOW  STREET 

Appropriation    $3,600.00    Expended  $3,285.34     Balance  $314.66 

These  funds  were  for  constructing  additional  parking  areas  on 
Longmeadow  Street  to  accommodate  St.  Mary's  Church  and  St. 
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Andrew's  church.  All  work  was  completed  with  Town  forces.  It 
should  be  noted  that  although  parking  facilities  for  both  churches 
were  about  doubled  there  is  still  a  need  for  more  parking  facilities 
on  Longmeadow  Street. 

MUNICIPAL  PARKING  LOT,  WILLIAMS  STREET

These  funds  were  used  to  fence  in  the  parking  area.  All  work 
was  completed  and  the  area  was  seal-coated  under  Tar  Roads  funds. 
This  area  accommodates  108  cars.

ROAD  TO  LONGMEADOW  BROOK

This  work  was  carried  over  from  1955.  All  work  was  com- 
pleted with  Town  forces.  This  was  a  very  difficult  and  costly  job 
because  of  depth  and  the  high  water  table.  Upon  the  completion 
of  this  work  Chapter  90  funds  were  used  to  construct  drainage  in 
Williams  Street  to  connect  into  this  outlet.  Drainage  from  Blue- 
berry Hill  Road  will  also  enter  this  outlet. 

STREETS  ACCEPTED 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  February  21,  1956,  the 
Town  voted  to  accept  as  public  ways : 

Whitmun  Road  from  Fairway  Drive  southerly  to  Maple  Road, 
a  distance  of  about  1400  feet. 

Ferncroft  Street  from  Maple  Road  northerly  a  distance  of 
about  630  feet  and  thence  westerly  to  the  westerly  lot  line,  extended 
southerly  of  lot  No.  104. 

At  a  special  Town  meeting  held  June  19,  1956,  the  Town  voted 
to  accept  Blueberry  Hill  Road  from  Bliss  Road  northerly  a  dis- 
tance of  about  1025  feet. 

CONCLUSION 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. Two  elementary  school  sites  together  with  two  years '  Chapter 
90  work  and  accelerated  development  in  the  Town  have  kept  us  very 
active.  A  disturbing  element  continues  to  be  the  necessity  for  a 
trunk  line  sewer  up  the  Longmeadow  Brook  valley  which  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  present  to  the  Town  for  vote  in  1958.  This  will  service 
the  eastern  part  of  the  Town. 
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Several  conferences  were  held  with  State  officials  and  two 
public  hearings  were  held  in  Town  to  discuss  the  proposed  reloca- 
tion of  Route  5  west  of  Longmeadow  Street. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  Sewage  Treatment 
Plant  and  System  as  voted  in  November,  are  being  drawn  by  our 
Consultants,  Bowe,  Albertson  Associates  of  New  York.  Application 
for  Federal  reimbursement  and  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  have  been  applied  for.  When  finished  plans  are  ready,  and 
before  construction  is  ordered,  a  public  hearing  will  be  arranged  to 
obtain  easements  for  construction  and  answer  any  questions  of 
abutting  owners.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  start  construction  by  late 
summer  of  1957.  The  proposed  trunk  intercepting  sewers  lie  very 
close  to  and  in  some  cases  within  the  right  of  way  as  proposed  for 
the  Route  5  relocation.  Final  plans  for  the  highway  are  now  being 
drawn  for  the  state  by  consultants  in  their  employ. 

Our  program  for  1957  is  one  of  necessity.  Much  of  the  work 
is  a  carry  over  from  unfinished  special  appropriations  of  1956. 
The  Blueberry  Hill  Road  development,  including  proper  drainage 
and  sidewalks ;  reconstruction  and  widening  of  Laurel  Street  and 
extension  of  Maple  Road  east  of  Hazardville  Road.  We  are  also 
asking  for  appropriations  to  improve  Colony  Acres  Road  on  a 
betterment  basis.  This  work  together  with  work  from  the  Water 
and  Sewer  Department  and  our  normal  maintenance  budget  is  all 
necessary  and  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  coming  year. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  grati- 
tude to  all  the  town  officers,  committees  and  town  department  heads 
and  employees  for  their  whole-hearted  co-operation  throughout  the 
past  year.

Additions  to  the  Water,  Sewer  and  Drainage  System  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  1956  have  been  as  follows : 

WATER  SERVICES 

One  hundred  and  three  new  Water  Services  to  houses  were  in- 
stalled this  year  making  a  total  of  2748  services  in  Town.  Seven- 
teen water  services  renewals  have  also  been  made :  86  new  water 
meters  have  been  installed,  making  a  total  of  2682  meters  in  use  as 
of  December  31,  1956.

Our  consultants,  Bowe,  Albertson  Associates  of  New  York  are 
depending  upon  data  from  field  surveys  by  our  engineering  de- 
partment to  finish  plans  and  specifications  for  this  trunk  sewer. 
We  anticipate  having  all  those  plans  and  specifications  ready  in 
1957.  In  1956  there  were  103  water  connections  to  new  houses  in 
Longmeadow  and  only  71  sanitary  sewer  connections.  In  other 
words,  30%  of  the  new  homes  built  could  not  enter  sanitary  sewers. 
Most  of  these  houses  could  be  sewered  by  gravity  into  this  pro- 
posed trunk  line  sewer. 

Sewage  Treatment  Plant  and  System 

Appropriation    $30,000.00    Expended  Nil       Balance  $30,000.00 

These  funds  were  appropriated  November  27,  1956  at  a  Special 
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Town  Meeting.  Our  engineers  are  now  busy  obtaining  field  infor- 
mation for  our  Consultants,  Bowe,  Albertson  &  Associates.  Finished 
plans  and  specifications  are  now  being  made  for  the  system.  Soil 
investigations  have  been  advertised  for  bid  in  the  area  of  the  pro- 
posed plant.  All  plans  and  specifications  must  be  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Public  Health  before  construc- 
tion contracts  can  be  advertised  for  bid.  All  formal  applications  for 
government  reimbursement  and  State  approval  have  been  made  to 
the  proper  authorities.  At  this  writing  the  feeling  of  the  Commis- 
sioners is  to  advertise  the  entire  project  in  one  general  contract. 

Before  any  work  is  ordered  easements  for  construction  will  be 
obtained  from  abutting  owners.  Public  hearings  for  all  abutters 
will  be  arranged  as  soon  as  plans  are  available  in  our  office. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Lack  of  sanitary  sewers  to  serve  the  eastern  part  of  Town  con- 
tinues to  be  a  disturbing  element  in  Town.  We  hope  to  have  finish- 
ed plans  and  specifications  ready  this  year  for  the  proposed  con- 
struction of  a  trunk  line  sewer  up  the  Longmeadow  Brook  valley. 
This  proposal  can  then  be  brought  before  the  Town  for  vote  late  in 
1957  or  at  the  regular  meeting  in  1958. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  and 
System  as  voted  in  November,  1956  are  now  being  readied  by  our 
Consultants,  Bowe,  Albertson  and  Associates.  All  preliminary  ap- 
plications for  federal  reimbursement  and  State  approval  have  been 
made  to  the  proper  authorities.  It  will  be  our  policy  to  continue  to 
keep  the  Townspeople,  and  more  especially  all  abutting  owners, 
well  informed  in  advance  of  our  progress  on  this  most  important 
project.  Public  hearings  will  be  held  for  the  procuring  of  ease- 
ments and  rights  of  way  before  any  construction  will  be  put  to  bid. 

Our  program  for  1957  asks  for  your  approval  of  the  extension 
of  the  Shaker  Road  sanitary  sewer  on  a  betterment  basis,  the  pur- 
chase of  a  portable  air  compressor  and  the  purchase  of  three  radio 
units  for  water  department  emergency  personnel.  We  feel  that  all 
requests  are  necessary  and  important. 

It  is  our  recommendation  that  you  approve  our  budget  as  re- 
quested together  with  normal  Water  and  Sewer  Department  re- 
quests. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  our  Town  employees  and  all  elected  and 
appointed  Town  officials  for  their  sincere  efforts  and  the  splendid 
co-operation  which  have  combined  to  make  our  past  year  a  very 
progressive  one.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  : 

RECREATION 

The  year  of  1956  was  a  very  active  and  successful  one.  The 
attendance  at  all  Playground  Areas  increased,  especially  in  the 
younger  age  brackets,  which  necessitated  closer  supervision  and 
more  planned  programs. 

Although  we  had  an  exceptionally  cool  summer,  the  attend- 
ance at  the  Swimming  Pool  was  only  slightly  lower,  and  we  gradu- 
ated more  new  swimmers  than  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  becoming 
very  evident  that  our  Pool  Program  is  improving  the  swimming 
ability  of  our  young  people  to  the  extent  that  Longmeadow  won 
most  of  the  awards  at  the  Springfield  Newspapers  Regional  Swim- 
mine:  Meet.  Landscaping  and  reseeding  has  greatly  improved  the 
appearance  of  the  Pool,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  continue  this  im- 
provement and  to  eventually  make  this  area  more  beautiful.  A 
new  Badminton  Court  and  a  double  Shuffleboard  Court  will  be 
ready  for  play  during  the  1957  season. 

Our  Saturday  morning  winter  Basketball  Program  is  increas- 
ing to  the  extent  that  we  are  hoping  to  negotiate  with  the  High 
School  for  the  use  of  their  gymnasium  in  order  that  this  active 
group  may  be  accommodated.  Mr.  Eastman  and  Mrs.  Keating 
should  be  credited  for  the  success  of  their  highly  popular  Basket- 
ball Program.  This  is  one  of  our  most  popular  activities,  and  now 
requires  additional  facilities. 

Movies  at  the  Community  House  are  being  continued  with 
two  afternoon  shows  from  November  through  April,  and  a  number 
in  the  evening  for  the  Teenagers. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  Everett  Eastman  as  Director 
of  Recreation.  His  programming  and  selection  of  personnel  has 
made  our  entire  schedule  a  happy  one.  Vern  Cox  and  his  most 
capable  staff  at  the  Swimming  Pool  are  responsible  for  the  out- 
standing accomplishments  attained  by  our  boys  and  girls.  Credit 
should  be  given  to  Mr.  Freme  for  the  success  of  his  teaching  pro- 
gram at  the  Tennis  Courts.  The  Park  Board  recognizes  that  event- 
ually additional  Tennis  Courts  will  have  to  be  provided. 

COMMUNITY  HOUSE 

The  Community  House  is  in  almost  constant  use.  When  not 
needed  for  Town  Meetings  and  Voting,  various  local  groups,  organ- 
izations and  classes  have  met  in  the  building  for  their  social  activ- 
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ities  and  projects,  with  movies  provided  for  the  children  on  Satur- 
day afternoons  and  on  alternate  Saturday  evenings  for  the  Teen- 
agers during  the  winter  season.  The  large  Parking  Lot  located 
adjacent  to  the  building  has  proved  a  great  convenience.  The 
offices  of  the  Park  Superintendent  and  that  of  the  Recreation 
Director  are  now  located  here. 

Each  year  certain  improvements  and  repairs  are  scheduled  in 
order  to  keep  this  building  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  staff 
endeavor  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  this  a  pleasant  and  effi- 
cient meeting  place  for  our  local  groups  and  organizations. 

PARKS 

Our  Superintendent  of  Parks,  Mr.  William  G.  Baer  and  his 
men  have  had  a  busy  year  maintaining  and  improving  the  Parks 
and  Recreational  Areas.  At  the  Bliss  Road  playground  two  base- 
ball diamonds  have  been  changed  over  in  order  to  assist  the  Little 
League  in  meeting  their  need  for  additional  play  areas.  At  Green- 
wood Park  improvements  have  been  made  to  again  assist  the  Little 
League  in  their  Baseball  Program.  The  Swimming  Pool  Area  has 
been  completely  graded  and  seeded  and  improved  drainage  pro- 
vided at  the  pool  entrance.  New  trees  have  been  planted  on  the 
Green  to  replace  the  old  elms  removed  because  of  the  Dutch  Elm 
disease.  Our  Playground  Areas  have  been  sprayed  several  times 
for  mosquitoes  and  other  insects  in  order  to  insure  maximum  en- 
joyment on  the  part  of  those  using  these  areas. 

The  Park  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
School  Department,  the  Police  Department  and  the  Streets  and 
Engineering  Department  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance during  the  year.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Longmeadow  : 

As  indicated  by  the  condensed  financial  report  below,  the  net 
cost  to  the  town  for  the  operation  of  this  department  was  $7,559.02. 
This  involved  financial  aid  to  thirty-nine  persons.  Of  these,  thirty- 
four  cases  came  under  the  classification  of  Old  Age  Assistance. 
Three  received  Disability  Assistance  and  there  were  two  General 
Relief  cases.  There  was  only  one  month  during  the  year  when  we 
were  not  called  upon  for  hospitalization.  Seven  persons  received 
this  service.  In  addition,  eleven  have  received  Nursing  Home  care. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  use  the  Town  Ambulance  four  times 
during  the  year. 

The  death,  in  December,  of  our  former  Welfare  Worker,  Mrs. 
Alice  Hinkson,  is  keenly  felt  by  everyone  connected  with  this  de- 
partment. Her  kindness  in  the  administration  of  her  work  was 
extraordinary,  and  many  persons  were  made  happier  by  her  cap- 
able and  thoughtful  attentions.

When  I  sniff  the  sweet  fragrance  of  the  honey  locust  tree  in 
our  back  yard  and  the  fresh  tang  of  newly  mowed  grass,  I  wonder 
how  I  could  have  lived  so  long  and  complacently  in  the  city  f 

Galaxy  of  roses  and  the  perfume  of  the  mock  orange  shrubs 
and  the  lilacs  nearby  all  make  for  seasonal  delight.  The  city  was 
never  like  this!  And  the  bird  bath  is  not  large  enough  to  contain 
the  feathered  friends  that  want  to  splash  around  in  the  cool  water 
and  then  preen  themselves  in  the  thick  branches  of  the  nearby 
bushes. 

The  " prelude  to  morning"  song  of  the  birds  awakens  me 
early — and  at  evening,  there  is  almost  always  the  goodnight  trill 
of  the  thrush.  Yet,  I  once  thought  that  city  life  was  utterly  satis- 
fying. 

Formerly,  when  I  would  hear  of  a  friend  moving  into  the 
suburbs,  I'd  remark,  "Oh,  no,  not  for  us.  We  prefer  quick  access 
to  our  jobs,  the  stores,  the  frequent  buses,  the  excellent  waste- 
disposal  system,  ad  infinitum."  Then  came  the  time. 

A  black-shuttered,  100-year-old  house  came  to  our  attention 
and  we  fell  under  its  charm.  Several  beautiful  maples  shaded  the 
front  of  the  house  and  it  had  so  much  else  to  invite  us  that  we 
moved  in.  We  have  never  been  sorry.  Only  five  miles  from  the 
city,  our  suburb  is  strictly  residential  and  provides  everything 
which  one  needs  for  truly  comfortable  living. 

We  have  an  especially  well-administered  town  government 
(how  we  look  forward  to  the  democratic  town  meetings),  care- 
fully zoned  property,  excellent  schools,  civic  pride,  community 
enthusiasm,  unusual  street  and  tree-care  service,  excellent  swim- 
ming pool,  playgrounds,  and  grand  neighbors  to  make  for  ideal 
suburban  living.

Report  of  the  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

I  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Tree  Warden  for  1956. 

Item  68 — Spraying  Trees. 

Spraying  of  Elms  and  all  other  Trees  has  been  done  by  the 
City  Tree  Expert  Company  by  mist  blower  and  hydraulic  spray. 

Item  69 — Gypsy  Moth  and  Jap  Beetle  Control. 

We  have  found  no  moth  egg  clusters  in  our  hunt  for  them,  and 
the  Jap  Beetle  has  not  been  too  much  in  evidence;  spots  where 
found  were  sprayed  with  good  results. 

Item  70 — Planting  Trees. 

Seventy-two  trees  were  planted  during  the  Spring  and  Fall 
seasons,  including  Sugar  Maples,  Crimson  King  Red,  Thornless 
Locust,  Ash  White  and  some  Rock  Maples. 

Item  71 — Trimming  and  Removal. 

A  large  number  of  trees  were  trimmed  on  thirty-eight  streets, 
low  hanging  branches  and  dead  wood  removed ;  quite  a  number  of 
trees  were  taken  down,  some  in  the  way  of  new  driveways  and 
others  heaving  sidewalks. 

Item  72 — Fertilizing. 

A  large  number  of  trees  have  been  fed,  including  the  new 
trees  planted  last  year  and  those  planted  this  year  and  several 
older  trees  needing  attention. 

Item  74 — Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control. 

The  Elm  Trees  here  are  a  constant  problem.  We  have  gone 
through  the  same  program  as  in  previous  years,  such  as  mist  blow- 
ing and  hydraulic  spray,  which  work  was  done  three  times  by  the 
City  Tree  Expert  Company.  We  have  taken  down  and  destroyed 
forty-six  trees;  most  of  which  had  to  be  hauled  to  the  dump  and 
burned.  Quite  a  number  of  very  large  and  old  Elms  are  marked  td 
come  down  in  1957.  Therefore  I  am  asking  for  a  larger  Budget  to 
cover  this  work.

Superintendent  of  Buildings 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Longmeadow  : 

A  report  of  the  School  Committee  this  year  is  a  story  of  growth. 
As  you  know,  through  votes  of  Town  Meeting,  the  High  School  was 
opened  for  the  first  time  in  September  of  1955  with  grades  10,  11, 
and  12,  and  in  September  of  1956  operated  as  a  four  grade  high 
school.  This  was  according  to  plan  and  according  to  schedule.  The 
unprecedented  enrollments  in  the  High  School,  however,  require 
immediate  study  for  an  enlargement  of  the  building.  This  is  con- 
cluded after  the  projection  of  our  present  enrollment  figures  which 
show  that  in  September  of  1957  the  school  will  be  operating  sub- 
stantially in  excess  of  its  capacity.  Already  some  areas  in  the  school 
that  were  designed  for  specific  purposes,  such  as  student  activity 
room,  the  cafeteria  and  music  room  are  now  being  used  for  class- 
room purposes.  Present  crowded  conditions  at  the  Senior  High 
School,  together  with  anticipated  enrollments  bring  us  right  up 
sharply  with  the  fact  that  an  addition  must  be  made  to  the  High 
School.  This  is  not  a  new  thought  as  it  has  been  stated  by  the 
School  Committee  and  other  committees  that  the  High  School  would 
have  to  be  enlarged.  It  is  fact,  however,  that  to  have  the  enlarge- 
ment ready  for  occupation  by  September  1,  1958  is  earlier  than  ex- 
pected, but  only  by  one  or  two  years.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the 
School  Committee  has  asked  for  an  appointment  of  a  Building 
Committee  to  make  specific  recommendations  for  this  addition.  It 
is  sincerely  believed  that  the  core  facilities  for  the  High  School,  in- 
cluding gymnasium,  heating  plant,  auditorium,  kitchen,  home  eco- 
nomics rooms,  shop  and  administrative  space  are  adequate.  The 
present  over-all  capacity  of  the  High  School  is  500.  Provision 
should  be  made  for  total  capacity  of  800. 

The  story  of  growth  extends  very  extensively  into  the  elemen- 
tary schools.  Our  school  system  has  a  new  school  known  as  the 
Wolf  Swamp  Road  School,  which  opened  in  September,  1956.  This 
school  provided  only  a  minor  relief  to  the  over-all  elementary  school 
enrollment.  In  studies  which  have  recently  been  made,  it  would 
clearly  indicate  that  when  the  elementary  school  now  in  the  process 
of  being  constructed,  known  as  Blueberry  Hill  School,  is  completed, 
we  are  only  keeping  up  with  current  growth.  The  town  has  not  pro- 
vided any  leeway  in  the  number  of  class  rooms  for  future  growth. 
This  situation  will  require,  in  the  very  near  future,  additions  to  oub 
elementary  school  capacities  probably  in  the  form  of  an  addition  to 
the  Blueberry  Hill  School,  which  is  scheduled  for  occupancy  in  Sep- 
tember of  1957.  The  exact  timing  of  this  will  have  to  be  determined 
in  the  relatively  near  future.  In  addition,  this  extra  loading  in  our 
elementary  schools  may  well  make  it  necessary  for  us  to  continue 
some  transportation  of  elementary  pupils  this  fall  so  as  to  assure 
relief  to  the  overcrowded  Converse  Street  School.  With  an  eye  to 
the  future,  I  believe  the  School  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  Selectmen,  should  select  sites  for  additional 
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elementary  schools.  This  is  for  the  long-range  future,  but  should  be 
carefully  planned  in  the  very  near  future.  Growth  also  exists  in  the 
Junior  High  School,  and  further  studies  and  recommendations  will 
have  to  be  made  at  a  later  time.  Since  1955,  the  Junior  High  School 
contains  only  grades  7  and  8,  but  these  more  than  fill  the  present 
Junior  High  School  building. 

In  the  last  twelve  years,  the  total  school  enrollment  has  in- 
creased by  more  than  1,000.  Because  of  the  growth  in  population, 
building,  larger  families,  etc.,  we  are  assured  of  a  total  school  en- 
rollment of  over  1,000  more  in  our  present  enrollment  in  the  next 
six  years.  The  addition  of  a  thousand  pupils  in  a  five  to  six-year 
period  creates  a  very  positive  need  which  must  be  faced  by  the 
citizens  of  Longmeadow.  This  is  not  theory;  this  is  actual  fact, 
and  education  must  be  provided  for  these  additional  1,000  pupils. 
The  result  of  increased  population  in  the  Town  of  Longmeadow, 
additional  houses  being  built  at  the  rate  of  about  one  hundred  a 
year  for  the  past  five  or  six  years,  and  the  fact  that  there  are 
larger  families  moving  into  our  town  results  in  unusually  large  and 
growing  school  enrollments.  All  of  the  studies  made  indicate  that 
Longmeadow  must  provide  additional  classrooms,  more  teachers, 
administrative  staff,  and  maintenance. 

Much  attention  has  been  focused  on  our  three  new  school 
buildings;  Wolf  Swamp  Road,  Blueberry  Hill  School,  and  the 
High  School.  You  should  know,  however,  that  the  remaining  build- 
ings in  the  system,  while  older,  are  generally  in  good  condition. 
There  is  a  certain  amount  of  refurbishing  going  on,  particularly  in 
connection  with  the  displacement  of  outmoded  equipment  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  This  has  been  going  on  for  several  years  on  a 
gradual  basis  and  should  be  concluded  in  the  year  just  ahead. 
Some  of  the  flooring  in  the  Converse  Street  School  has  been  giving 
out.  We  have  done  some  experimental  work  as  to  the  most  effective 
and  economical  method  for  correcting  this  situation  but  recognize 
that  some  floors  will  have  to  be  replaced.  Our  maintenance  staff  has 
done  an  excellent  job  in  preventive  work,  taking  care  of  things 
quickly  before  they  reach  major  proportions ;  and  in  general,  all  of 
our  buildings  and  grounds  look  well-groomed. 

Everything  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  school  sys- 
tem has  been  done  with  an  eye  to  economy.  Purchases  of  paper,  for 
instance,  have  been  made  on  a  centralized  basis  and  with  bid  prices. 
This  is  also  true  of  the  janitorial  supplies  which  are  used  by  all  of 
the  schools.  They  are  purchased  at  bulk  rates  and  distributed  when 
needed  to  the  schools  involved. 

It  was  quite  a  challenge  operating  a  high  school  which  was  new 
to  the  system.  From  the  observations  and  tests  which  we  have  made, 
we  feel  that  the  High  School  has  gotten  off  to  an  excellent  start. 
This  reflects  upon  the  Superintendent,  the  Principal,  and  upon  the 
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teaching  staff.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  School  Committee  to  keep 
standards  high  in  our  Longmeadow  schools,  and  to  that  end  we  wish 
to  have  a  program  which  will  attract  the  best  teachers  possible  to 
our  system  and  to  maintain  the  teachers  who  are  already  in  our 
system. 

It  is  not  customary  to  mention  specific  members  of  the  School 
Committee  as  they  have  all  done  splendid  work,  particularly  in  de- 
votion to  duty  as  reflected  by  the  many,  many  hours  of  time  which 
the  job  has  taken  this  past  year.  However,  I  want  to  acknowledge 
the  commendable  work  done  by  Mr.  Scobie,  who  found  it  necessary 
to  resign  because  he  left  the  town  of  Longmeadow.  It  was  with 
regret  that  his  resignation  was  accepted. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  School  Committee  has  received 
nothing  but  the  finest  of  co-operation  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  administrative  staff  and  all  of  the  teachers.  The  Com- 
mittee is  also  appreciative  of  the  good  work  performed  by  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Buildings  and  the  maintenance  staff. 

During  the  past  few  years,  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  School 
Committee  to  act  as  members  of  the  High  School  Building  Com- 
mittee, the  Wolf  Swamp  Building  Committee,  and  to  be  represented 
on  the  Blueberry  Hill  Building  Committee.  This  has  enabled  us  to 
work  with  other  townspeople  who  had  been  appointed  to  these  com- 
mittees by  the  Moderator.  The  entire  School  Committee,  I  know, 
joins  me  in  expressing  our  utmost  appreciation  to  these  townspeople 
who  have  served  on  these  committees.  It  has  taken  a  lot  of  time, 
but  the  thoughtful  consideration  and  analysis  of  all  the  problems 
resulted  in  three  new  buildings  in  which  the  town  can  feel  just 
pride.  These  buildings  have  been  constructed  economically,  are  ex- 
tremely functional,  and  can  be  operated  economically.  They  are 
the  type  of  construction  which  will  last  for  a  long  period  of  time 
with  hard  usage.  The  judicious  use  of  color  has  made  them  ex- 
tremely attractive. 

There  is  an  infinite  amount  of  detail  and  many  administrative 
problems  in  our  school  system.  For  more  of  these  details,  I  com- 
mend to  you  the  reading  of  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  and  the  Principal  of  the 
Junior  High  School  which  follow.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Longmeadow: 

In  this,  my  ninth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  I  shall  attempt  to  suggest  briefly  some  of  the  activities  of 
the  department  during  the  past  year. 

Since  January  1st  of  1956,  we  have  completed  the  first  year  of 
operation  of  the  high  school,  finished  the  construction  of  the  Wolf 
Swamp  Road  elementary  school,  and  have  begun  the  building  of 
the  elementary  school  on  Blueberry  Hill  Road.  Each  of  these  new 
situations  has  presented  its  own  problems  which  have  been  excel- 
lently handled  by  the  committees  appointed  by  the  Town  Meeting 
Moderator.  These  civic  minded  and  devoted  individuals  deserve 
much  credit  for  the  many  hours  of  work  and  thought  applied  to 
these  most  pressing  town  problems. 

The  completion  of  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  High 
School  and  the  initiation  of  the  full  four  year  program  have  been 
very  smoothly  undertaken.  I  shall  leave  to  Mr.  Macfarlane  the 
more  complete  development  of  the  problems  faced  and  their  solu- 
tion. I  must  emphasize  here,  however,  that  the  sustained  growth 
of  the  community  presents  us  with  a  continuing  shortage  of  class- 
room space  which  will  have  to  be  considered  immediately  and 
resolved.  This  appears  to  be  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  the 
High  School  where  the  anticipated  enrollments  now  appear  to  be 
much  larger  than  originally  projected.  You  will  recall  that  in  our 
initial  studies  the  department  submitted  to  the  committees  a  direct 
projection  of  the  then  existing  enrollments  in  the  Junior  High 
School  and  the  elementary  grades.  We  also  had  for  our  use  the  pro- 
jections made  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and 
the  consultants  employed  to  assist  in  the  planning  of  the  High 
School.  The  growth  of  the  town  has  proceeded  at  a  more  rapid  rate 
than  any  of  these  studies  indicated  as  a  probability.  The  current 
rate  of  building  suggests  that  this  growth  shows  no  signs  of  abat- 
ing. As  of  this  date,  a  direct  advancement  of  the  existing  grades 
in  the  Junior  High  School  gives  us  a  crowded  condition  at  the 
High  School  this  coming  year  and  an  untenable  situation  in  1958. 
This  being  true,  it  seems  necessary  that  steps  be  taken  immediately 
to  provide  for  additional  classroom  space  in  the  High  School  as 
soon  as  it  can  be  constructed. 

The  opening  of  Blueberry  Hill  School,  scheduled  for  the  fall 
of  this  coming  year,  will  demand  considerable  redistricting  of 
pupils  in  the  Converse  Street  and  Center  School  areas.  We  trust 
that  this  can  be  done  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  parents 
and  children.  Our  experience  this  year  has  indicated  that  the 
adequacy  of  the  facilities  at  Wolf  Swamp  Road  School  more  than 
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made  up  for  some  inconveniences  imposed  on  a  number  of  people. 

The  continuing  necessity  for  additions  of  staff  for  replace- 
ments and  for  maintaining  new  facilities  presents  us  with  major 
problems.  Teachers  are  in  increasingly  short  supply  since  Long- 
meadow  is  not  alone  in  facing  the  problem  of  expansion  of  its 
pupil  population.  The  market  for  teachers  is  more  competitive 
than  ever.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  finding  good  teachers 
for  our  staff  and  trust  that  we  will  find  it  possible  to  continue  to 
attract  such  individuals.  Since  good  teachers  are  as  scarce  as  they 
are  at  present,  our  only  possibility  of  persuading  them  to  come  to 
this  community  is  directly  related  to  our  being  able  to  offer  them 
excellent  working  conditions,  a  sound  philosophy  of  education,  as 
well  as  capable  and  congenial  fellow  workers.  The  final,  and  in 
some  senses,  basic  factor  is  that  of  having  an  adequate  salary 
schedule.  The  parents  of  children  of  this  community  can  and 
should  expect  to  continue  to  have  available  a  teaching  staff  of  out- 
standing abilities.  This  can  only  be  assured  as  all  the  conditions 
mentioned  above  are  adequately  met. 

While  the  department  continues  to  be  faced  with  the  many 
problems  related  to  a  growing  situation,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of 
other  fundamental  educational  problems.  Our  very  excellent  staff 
of  principals  continues  its  good  work  of  stressing  the  fundamentals 
of  the  learning  processes  and  are  constantly  checking  the  quality 
of  the  work  being  accomplished.  The  standardized  testing  we  do 
from  time  to  time  is  carefully  evaluated  by  them  and  their  teachers 
in  order  that  we  continue  to  keep  the  instruction  and  methods  com- 
pletely attuned  to  the  educational  need  of  the  children  of  this  com- 
munity. Here  again  we  find  the  continued  emphasis  on  the  need 
for  adequate  facilities.  There  is  bound  to  be  a  relationship  between 
the  number  of  pupils  in  a  room  and  the  degree  of  satisfactory  work 
done  by  the  pupil.  The  most  acute  learning  problems  are  individ- 
ual in  nature  and  can  only  be  dealt  with  by  direct  work  between 
the  teacher  and  the  child  in  difficulty.  In  these  often  repeated 
situations,  group  instruction  is  of  no  value  unless  the  particular 
difficulty  is  widespread  among  the  class  membership. 

For  two  years  we  have  employed  a  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings who  devotes  his  full  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  mainten- 
ance staff,  undertaking  special  projects  as  they  arise,  and  organiz- 
ing and  conducting  all  of  the  summer  repair  work  within  the 
scope  of  the  abilities  of  the  men  at  his  disposal.  The  net  result  has 
been  an  appreciable  saving  in  the  cost  of  this  important  aspect  of 
our  work.  We  are  continually  receiving  compliments  for  the  way 
in  which  our  buildings  are  maintained.  The  credit  for  this  situa- 
tion is  due  to  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  his  staff.  Much 
expense  is  saved  by  the  thoroughness  with  which  these  men  do  their 
work.  It  is  important  to  remember  that  school  buildings  are,  by 
their  very  nature,  subject  to  hard  use,  particularly  when  crowded 
conditions  exist  as  they  have  here  for  some  years  past.  In  view  of 
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the  value  of  the  properties  and  the  use  to  which  they  are  subject, 
our  maintenance  costs  are  well  below  all  accepted  standards. 

In  this  general  connection,  I  wish  to  emphasize  strongly  a 
point  that  I  have  raised  with  the  Committee  on  several  occasions. 
In  order  to  keep  good  control  over  the  use  of  materials,  we  are 
centrally  stocking  at  the  High  School  all  those  expendable  items 
which,  without  good  care,  can  add  up  sizeable  costs  in  the  course 
of  each  year.  The  distribution  of  these,  disposal  of  certain  wastes 
from  the  cafeteria  operation,  and  obtaining  of  fuels,  oil  and  anti- 
freeze for  the  tractor,  the  hauling  of  surplus  food  obtainable  from 
government  storage,  the  hauling  of  equipment  used  throughout  the 
maintenance  program,  the  obtaining  of  war  surplus  materials  from 
distant  depots  have,  in  total,  presented  us  with  a  real  problem.  Up 
to  the  present  we  have  met  this  situation  by  several  means.  We 
have  had  to  contract  for  extra  rubbish  disposal ;  we  have  presumed 
on  certain  citizens  in  town  for  the  loan  of  a  truck  on  many  occa- 
sions; our  custodians  have  used  their  own  cars  and  utility  trailers 
and,  in  certain  emergencies,  we  have  had  to  use  the  driver  training 
car.  As  a  practice,  none  of  these  solutions  is  excusable.  In  view  of 
substitute  procedures  followed,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  show 
that  a  small  truck  available  to  the  department  would  result  in  any 
financial  saving.  My  only  reason  for  calling  attention  to  this 
matter  is  to  make  clear  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  that  we  have 
here  another  problem  that  will  have  to  be  reconsidered  as  the 
department  grows.  The  addition  of  the  school  building  on  Blue- 
berry Hill  Road  this  year  aggravates  this  situation  still  further. 

The  addition  of  Wolf  Swamp  Road  School  gave  us  the  facili- 
ties for  providing  the  special  instruction  needed  by  a  number  of 
our  pupils.  This  service,  required  by  law,  is  made  available  for 
those  who  find  the  large  group  situation  difficult  in  meeting  their 
particular  needs.  Since  such  classes  are  of  necessity  very  small, 
we  find  their  operation  very  expensive.  Fortunately  the  enact- 
ments that  make  this  service  mandatory  also  provide  for  State 
participation  in  the  necessary  costs.  As  long  as  this  class  is  re- 
quired, the  annual  returns  from  the  State  should  reflect  this  in  the 
amounts  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

As  a  final  note,  you  may  be  interested  in  a  summary  of  our 
personnel  activity  through  the  last  few  years.  In  1948,  when  I 
assumed  the  Superintendency,  there  were  forty-three  teaching  staff 
members,  six  custodians,  and  one  secretary.  As  of  January  1,  1957, 
we  have  ninety  two  members  on  the  teaching  staff,  thirteen  custo- 
dians, four  cafeteria  workers,  and  five  office  staff,  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  fourteen.  During  the  intervening  years,  we  have  em- 
ployed a  total  of  ninety-seven  different  individuals  for  various 
responsibilities.  The  turnover  has  been  quite  acute  among  the 
custodians  where  we  find  that  none  of  our  present  staff  was 
employed  by  the  department  in  1948.  Twenty-four  have  been  em- 
ployed at  one  time  or  another  in  the  period  to  date.  For  the  year 
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to  come,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  eleven  members  to  the  teaching 
staff  and  two  custodians. 

With  the  shortage  of  teachers,  as  well  as  custodians,  this  pro- 
curement program  has  been  a  difficult  one.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  obtain  people  capable  of  doing  the  kind  of  work  for  us 
so  characteristic  of  this  department  through  the  years.  We  intend 
to  continue  our  diligent  search  for  those  of  whom  the  department 
and  community  can  continue  to  be  proud.  We  sometimes  tend  to 
think  that  the  continuing  of  expansion  is  our  major  problem,  and 
it  is,  but  not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of  mounting  expense.  A 
department  of  education  is  no  better  than  the  people  by  whom  it  is 
staffed.  You  will  recall  that  in  our  search  for  the  original  twenty 
members  of  the  High  School  staff  we  processed  the  applications  of 
two  hundred  and  eighty  candidates.  It  is  on  this  point  that  I  wish 
to  conclude  my  report.  We  trust  that  we  may  continue  to  find  out- 
standing people  to  carry  on  this  most  important  activity ;  the  train- 
ing, with  your  help  and  support,  of  your  children.  We  only  wish 
that  more  fine  young  people  would  become  interested  in  this  field 
of  activity.  We  need  them.

To  Mr.  Howard  G.  Herrschaft,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

On  September  5,  1956,  Longmeadow  High  School  opened  its 
doors  for  413  students  to  start  its  second  year  of  operation  and  its 
first  year  as  a  full  unit.  The  class  sizes  as  of  October  1st  were  as 
follows :  63  Seniors,  86  Juniors,  130  Sophomores,  and  134  Fresh- 
men. It  has  been  necessary  to  add  more  teachers.  Fully  realizing 
that  a  school  is  no  better  than  its  staff,  we  have  spent  considerable 
time  searching  for  the  finest  teachers  we  could  locate.  We  have 
added  the  following :  2  English,  1  Mathematics,  1  Science,  2  Lang- 
uage, and  1  Commercial.  We  filled  replacement  vacancies  in 
Science  and  Household  Arts. 

With  the  collaboration  of  the  staff,  a  new  booklet  on  "General 
Information  and  Program  of  Studies"  has  been  written.  It  de- 
scribes more  fully  the  specific  courses  offered.  We  have  revised 
and  added  information  to  our  "School  Rules  and  Regulations." 
"How  to  Study  Successfully"  materials  have  been  prepared  and 
distributed  to  all  students  and  parents.  Teachers  have  discussed 
the  study  materials  with  all  the  students. 

Setting  up  our  library  has  been  a  prodigious  task  for  our 
librarian.  We  have  over  100  students  using  the  library  daily.  At 
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the  present  time  our  library  contains  approximately  1500  volumes, 
fully  catalogued  and  registered  in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Our  academic  program  has  gained  balance  and  full  scope  with 
the  addition  of  the  senior  year.  The  activity  program  has  grown 
according  to  student  needs  and  interests.  We  are  in  our  second 
year  of  a  planned  three-year's  growth  period  for  athletics.  Last 
year  was  an  informal  one.  This  year  our  schedules  include  fewer 
games  than  anticipated  for  the  future.  Our  fields  and  outside 
facilities  will  be  ready  to  enable  us  to  increase  the  number  of  games 
to  full  complement  next  year.  "We  believe  school  spirit  and  morale 
has  been  higher  with  the  growth  of  our  activity  and  athletic  pro- 
grams. 

Our  guidance  program  has  rapidly  developed  into  the  pivot 
around  which  the  individual  student  program  is  planned.  We  have 
been  extremely  busy  administering,  evaluating,  and  holding  indi- 
vidual student  and  parent  conferences  on  the  results  of  tests  this 
past  year.  Iowa  Tests  of  Educational  Development  were  admin- 
istered to  all  students  this  fall  for  the  second  year.  Last  winter 
California  Tests  of  Mental  Maturity  (I.  Q.)  were  given  to  all  stu- 
dents. This  fall  we  gave  this  test  to  all  freshmen.  Last  spring  Co- 
operative tests  (achievement)  in  English,  mathematics,  social 
studies,  languages,  and  sciences  were  administered  to  most  stu* 
dents.  Approximately  65%  of  the  junior  class  wrote  the  aptitude 
section  of  the  College  Entrance  Examinations  Boards  last  spring. 
Approximately  29%  of  the  senior  class  wrote  the  National  Scholar- 
ship Qualifying  Tests  this  fall.  From  166,581  writing  this  exami- 
nation throughout  the  United  States  and  its  possessions,  about  5% 
of  our  senior  class  are  entered  as  finalists.  In  both  above  mentioned 
aptitude  tests,  most  of  the  students  did  a  commendable  job.  The 
results  of  all  the  standardized  tests  combined  with  the  classroom 
achievement  will  give  the  students  and  teachers  a  clearer  under- 
standing of  individual  strength  and  weaknesses. 

We  are  members  in  good  standing  of  the  New  England  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  the  accrediting  agency 
in  the  northeast  states.  This  fall  we  were  granted  a  charter  for  a 
Longmeadow  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society. 
Twenty-one  juniors  and  seniors  have  been  elected  by  the  faculty 
as  charter  members  of  this  organization.  Membership  in  the  Edu- 
cational Testing  Bureau  has  enabled  us  to  keep  abreast  of  the  best 
standardized  testing  materials,  procedures,  and  information. 

Before  Longmeadow  High  School  opened,  we  promised  to 
maintain  a  school  of  high  standards,  in  keeping  with  the  high 
standards  established  by  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools. 
Institutions  of  higher  learning,  business,  and  industry  are  con- 
stantly searching  for  the  best  qualified  people  they  can  find.  Since 
this  is  a  society  that  is  highly  competitive,  our  product,  students, 
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must  be  among  the  best  qualified  and  prepared.  Our  aim  is  to 
offer  the  finest  secondary  education  obtainable  anywhere  with  the 
exception  of  "trade"  and  "agricultural"  areas  of  study. 

Specifically,  how  do  we  approach  the  problem  of  realizing  our 
aim?  One,  we  obtain  the  finest  teachers  and  staff  possible.  Two, 
we  set  up  a  program  of  offerings  with  electives  broad  enough  to 
take  care  of  individual  selections  and  comprehensive  enough  to 
prepare  each  student  for  the  future  in  his  choice  of  endeavor. 
Three,  we  mark  students  on  their  report  cards  for  achievement  as 
set  up  by  course  standards  and  for  effort  put  forth.  The  letter 
represents  the  achiev  ,ment  and  the  number  represents  the  effort 
"A"  and  "1"  represent  excellent,  outstanding  work:  "B"  and 
"2"  represent  good,  commendable  work;  "C"  and  "3"  represent 
fair  work;  "D"  and  "4"  represent  poor,  barely  passing  work; 
and  "E"  and  "5"  represent  unsatisfactory  work.  Any  combina- 
tion of  letters  and  numbers  may  appear  in  rating  a  student.  Four, 
we  keep  classes  at  a  reasonable  size.  Five,  we  administer  two-hour 
examinations  at  mid-year  and  in  June  to  test  a  student  on  how 
much  he  has  retained  over  each  half-year  period  of  time,  and  to 
give  him  experience  of  examination  conditions.  Six,  we  offer  ad- 
vanced courses  in  English,  mathematics,  social  studies  and  science 
to  stimulate  the  growth  of  able  students  in  one  or  more  of  these 
areas.  Seven,  we  administer  enough  standardized  tests  to  discover 
more  about  the  individual  student.  Eight,  we  offer  a  wide  choice  of 
activities  in  fine  arts,  clubs,  and  athletics.  Nine,  we  aid  the  stu- 
dent in  developing  good  study  habits  and  practicing  good  citizen- 
ship. Ten,  we  guide  the  individual  student  to  a  better  understand- 
ing of  his  intellectual,  social,  emotional,  and  physical  growth,  and 
his  strengths  and  limitations  in  these  areas.  These  are  practices  on 
which  we  are  constantly  working  to  maintain  high  standards  for 
our  students  at  Longmeadow  High  School. 

Approximately  50  college  admission  people  have  visited  the 
school  over  the  past  two  years.  Many  people  from  business  and  in- 
dustry have  been  our  guests.  Local  colleges  have  conducted  classes 
in  our  school.  Many  public,  private,  and  parochial  school  authori- 
ties have  paid  us  official  visits.  They  have  been  interested  in  our 
program,  equipment,  and  fine  building.  Many  letters  of  inquiry 
have  been  received  asking  for  information.  In  every  instance, 
school  authorities  have  been  tremendously  impressed  with  our 
standards  and  program.  In  my  humble  opinion,  Longmeadow  High 
School  has  assumed  a  position  of  leadership  among  secondary 
schools,  although  we  have  been  in  operation  for  such  a  short  period 
of  time. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Albert  T.  Wood 
Legion  Post,  Number  175,  and  Legion  Auxiliary,  Springfield- 
Connecticut  Valley  Williams  Alumni  Association,  Springfield  Civi- 
tan  Club,  Boston  Globe,  Longmeadow  Men's  Club,  Longmeadow 
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Teacher's  Club,  United  Aircraft  Corporation,  Walter  S.  Barr 
Scholarship  Committee,  Massachusetts  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  Longmeadow  Maternal  Association,  Connecticut  Valley 
Princeton  Alumni  Association,  colleges,  and  citizens  representing 
many  organizations  for  considering  our  students  for  various 
awards  and  scholarships.  We  are  grateful  to  the  many  adults  in 
Longmeadow  who  have  supported  and  attended  our  various  activi- 
ties. It  has  been  most  heartening  to  receive  so  much  encouragement 
from  so  many  Longmeadow  citizens.  Our  school  will  be  open  for 
thirteen  activities  this  year  excluding  athletic  games. 

Both  last  year  and  this  year  have  been  filled  with  "firsts."  I 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  and  under- 
standing of  the  Building  Committee.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the 
School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  their 
leadership  and  support.  The  staff  has  worked  extremely  hard 
since  our  opening.  I  feel  certain  that  they  will  continue  to  dedicate 
their  every  effort  to  maintain  high  standards  and  to  be  of  service  to 
the  youth  of  Longmeadow.

Probably  our  chief  concern  for  the  future  at  the  Junior  High 
School  stems  from  a  study  of  enrollments.  In  my  report  of  last 
year  I  presented  the  future  enrollments  anticipated  in  this  school 
through  1962.  At  that  time  I  pointed  out  that  the  figures  indicated 
through  1962  our  building  should  be  adequate  to  house  grades 
seven  and  eight,  though  in  certain  years  it  would  be  difficult  to 
schedule  for  the  large  membership  expected.  These  figures  were 
based  upon  actual  enrollments  in  our  lower  grades,  with  no  esti- 
mate of  possible  growth  from  transfers  into  the  system.  Analysis 
of  figures  on  the  increase  in  class  sizes  from  kindergarten  to  Junior 
high  school  does  give  concern  that  in  the  quite  immediate  future 
we  may  find  this  building  inadequate  for  the  two  grades.  For  ex- 
ample, at  thei  time  of  writing  my  annual  report  last  year  we  ex- 
pected a  September  enrollment  of  316  pupils.  In  May  when  our 
class  schedule  was  drawn  up  I  found  it  necessary  to  plan  for  330. 
In  September  actual  enrollment  was  342  pupils. 

One  major  change  has  been  made  in  our  class  schedules  this 
year.  One  added  hour  has  been  assigned  to  English  in  both  grades, 
so  that  pupils  meet  this  subject  every  school  day.  There  is  every 
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indication  that  this  is  a  real  benefit  to  pupils.  So  much  important 
work  is  covered  in  this  subject  area  that  I  feel  the  added  time  is 
essential.  "We  might  later  find  it  wise  to  add  further  to  the  time 
allotment  for  this  subject. 

In  recent  years,  we  have  expanded  our  guidance  service  to 
pupils  of  grade  seven,  both  in  group  work  and  individual  counsel- 
ling. I  hope  we  may  devote  more  teacher- time  to  this  work  and 
extend  more  of  this  service  into  grade  eight. 

Through  staff  effort  we  are  offering  more  extra-curricular 
activities  in  the  current  school  year  than  we  have  been  able  to  offer 
in  recent  past  years. 

I  believe  our  staff's  greatest  single  problem  lies  in  a  consider- 
able amount  of  apathy,  or  indifference  on  the  part  of  some  pupils 
to  the  academic  offerings  of  the  school.  In  these  times  of  emphasis 
on  complete  education  through  college,  and  of  increased  competi- 
tion for  college  membership,  pupils  must  not  delay  in  forming  a 
serious  purpose,  and  acquiring  the  necessary  work  habits  to  achieve 
this  purpose.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Howard  Herrschaft  : 

The  School  Health  Program  during  the  year  1956  has  pro- 
ceeded smoothly  in  its  various  areas  of  service. 

Pre-school  clinics  were  held  in  the  elementary  schools  during 
May  and  June.  Physical  examinations  were  given  by  Dr.  H.  L. 
Roberts,  school  physician,  and  several  children  were  vaccinated. 

In  the  fall  children  in  the  3rd,  7th,  and  9th  grades,  children 
in  kindergarten  who  were  not  seen  in  the  pre-school  clinics,  and 
children  new  to  the  Longmeadow  School  System  were  examined  by 
Dr.  Roberts.  Notices  of  any  major  defects  were  sent  home  to 
parents.  Boys  in  the  high  school  participating  in  football,  soccer, 
hockey,  or  Basketball  were  given  more  thorough  physical  check- 
ups. 

In  February  second  Salk  Vaccine  inoculations  were  given  to 
the  children  who  received  the  first  one  in  May  1955.  Another  series 
of  inoculations  was  started  in  May  and  the  second  inoculations 
were  given  in  July  and  September.  About  100  teenagers  in  the 
15 — 19  age  group  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  get  the 
vaccine  at  the  September  clinic  and  they  received  their  second 
inoculation  in  October.  The  clinic  for  the  third  inoculations  will 
be  held  in  April.  This  will  probably  be  the  final  clinic  and  we  are 
hoping  for  a  fine  response.  Permission  slips  will  be  made  available 
to  all  who  wish  them.  Sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  all  the  phy- 
sicians, teachers,  parents  and  others  who  gave  so  freely  of  their 
time  to  help  at  these  clinics. 

According  to  State  regulations,  all  children  have  been  tested 
for  hearing  and  vision.  For  hearing,  the  Maico  audiometer  test  is 
given,  and  for  vision,  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  Parents  are 
notified  if  their  child  fails  the  vision  or  hearing  test  twice. 

Dr.  David  Webber,  school  dentist,  has  carried  on  the  program 
of  examining  the  teeth  of  each  child.  A  dental  report  has  been 
mailed  to  parents.  In  the  fall  Dr.  Webber  fitted  several  boys  at  the 
high  school  with  mouthpieces  to  be  used  in  contact  sports. 

Each  child  has  been  weighed  and  measured  in  the  spring  and 

fall. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  you,  the  principals,  and  the 
teachers  for  the  co-operation  I  have  received  in  carrying  out  the 
health  program.

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General  Policy 


It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  School  Department  to  close  school 
only  in  case  of  extreme  weather  conditions ;  otherwise,  to  hold 
regular  sessions.  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment, the  weather  is  too  bad  for  the  children  to  attend  school,  the 
no-school  signal  (two  blasts  of  the  Town  Fire  signal  with  a  long 
interval  between)  will  be  sounded  at  7:45  a.  m.,  or  12:15  p.  m. 
The  announcement  will  be  made  over  the  local  radio  and  television 
stations  whenever  possible. 

Parents  and  pupils  are  requested  not  to  call  the  fire  house  or 
police  station  for  no-school  information. 


Entrance  Age  (Present  School  Committee  Regulations) 

1.  Kindergarten  eligibility:  Any  child  four  years  and  nine 
months  of  age  on  September  1st  is  eligible  for  entrance.  All 
children  once  admitted  are  subject  to  all  the  regulations  and 
directions  of  the  school  system. 

2.  No  child  will  be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  after  October 
1st  unless  by  transfer  from  kindergarten  of  another  school 
system. 

3.  Any  child  five  years  and  nine  months  of  age  or  over  on  Sep- 
tember 1st  may  be  admitted  to  first  grade.  Having  once  enter- 
ed they  are  at  any  time  subject  to  reclassification  and  may  be 
placed  in  the  kindergarten  on  agreement  of  teacher,  principal 
and  Superintendent. 

4.  No  child  under  seven  years  of  age  shall  be  admitted  to  the  first 
grade  after  October  1st  in  any  year  except  with  the  consent  of 
the  Superintendent  or  by  transfer  from  another  school  system.
